TurenE are already before the publie so many editions 
of Selections from Pliny's Letters that I should not have 
ventured, without the invitation of the general editors of 
this series, to put forth another. Compliance with their 
request, however, has been a labor of love, and I trust 
i& may prove not altogether labor lost. 

The publication of the whole of the Letters, with an 
adequate commentary in English, has for some time seemed 
to me à very desirable work, — a work which I should like 
in future to attempt, should it not meantime be undertaken 
by one better qualified for the task. Such an edition 
should be.based upon a new reading of the manuseripts, 
as is conspieuously shown by a comparison of Keil's edition 
with Professor Merrill's collation of the Codex Fiiccardianus 
in the American Journal of Philology, for December, 1895. 

My obligations, in the preparation of my Introduction 
and Notes, have been chiefly to Mommsen's important 
article on the Younger Pliny, in Hermes, I1. ; to Kraut's 
and Lagergren's dissertations on the language and style of 
Pliny; and in a more general sense to the various editors 
eited in the list on page xli of the Introduetion and the 
Abbreviations on page 128.  Indebtedness in detail. I have 
been careful to acknowledge specifically.

LIFE OF PLINY 


WrrH most of the classical writers we have no sense of 
personal aequaintaneeship. But happily there are some 
exceptions to this rule. "The man we know best among the 
ancients — and in facet there are few of any age that we 
know as well —is Cicero. "This is because of his voluminous 
correspondence. In a similar way, though in an inferior 
degree, we are aequainted with the Younger Pliny through 
his letters. i 
, When we hear of Roman letter-writers,three names Cicero 
át once occur to our minds: Cicero, Seneca, Pliny.? ^ Seneca 

Cicero's are real letters ; Seneca's are merely moral Eonx 
|essays in epistolary form; Pliny's are letters, indeed, but 
eaeh one 1s a literary unit, somewhat like an essay of the 
Spectator, dealing usually with a single theme, and care- 
fully worked up to a high degree of stylistie perfection, 
with a view to publication. 

Cicero's letters are a far more complete revelation of the 
mind of their writer, but then there was in Cicero's nature 
far more to be revealed. Yet Pliny, while intellectually 
many degrees inferior to Cicero, was à good Pliny portrays 
man and a clever one, whose acquaintance is his own age 
well worth making. Moreover, he draws the most satis-

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factory pieture we have of. the imperial agé of Rome, at the 
beginning of the second century, when the empire was in 
its prime. "Taking all its faults and limitations into ac- 
count, it was still a great age, worthy of the canvas of an 
artist. 'The character of the last generation of the repub- 
lic had been largely determined by Cicero's intellectual 
activity. Pliny was no epoch-maker, but he attained a 
rare success in portraying for the world of after times the 
happier, more. cheerful,-and- more virtuous-aspeets of the 
uad age in which he lived. Juvenal and Tacitus, 
Meng tane his contemporaries, were vastly superior to him 
and Tacitus 12 genius, but-they were both pessimistie in 
tone; the grim narrative of the historian is an 
even more terrifie indietment of the age than the diatribes 
of the satirist. "Their pietures are all shadows. . Pliny's 
are brighter, and we eannot escape the conviction that they 
are truer for the average of life. 

Pliny's career-was-peaceful, busy;-prosperous. He was 
favored by his cireumstanees, but his industry fairly earned 
the suecess which so richly rewarded it. 

Born in 62 a.p., at the Cisalpine town of Comum, on the 

f shore of the lovely Laeus Larius, of a family 
Period covered : 

BENE which had long been one of local consequence, 
— like English landholders near a borough, — 
he passed his childhood in the later years of the last and 
worst of the Julian Caesars; his youth of study, in the 
reign of Vespasian; his young manhood of active partieipa- 
tion in affairs, under Domitian; his prime, in important 
positions of trust, and in somewhat intimate relations with 
the great emperor Trajan. He lived under nine emperors. 

His father was L. Caecilius Cilo: he was probably the 
Parentage second son of his parents, and, as was not un- 
and name usual at that period, probably took his cognomen

from his mother's family; his name, then, was P. Caecilius 
Secundus, his older. brother bearing the name Cilo after 
their father.! 

"The Caecilii were a plebeian family of great antiquity. 
his branch of it had been settled at Comum for sevéral 
generations. Catullus's thirty-fifth poem is an invitation 
to a poet Caecilius of Comum to visit him at Verona. 
Pliny repeatedly speaks of Comum as his patria? It was 
also the home of his mother's family, the Plinii. 

When very young, our Pliny lost his father. Agoptionby his 
He was afterward adopted? by the will of his uncle, Pliny 
mother's brother, Pliny the Elder, as he is the Elder 
ealled, who was not only the most learned man and the chief

We may suppose that Pliny's elder brother bore all three names of his 
father: L. Caecilius Cilo. He himself was called Secundus, not be- 
cause he was the second son, but because that happened to be the 
cognomen of his mother's family. 

?'This poem was written between 50 and 54 m.c., about 120 years 
before our author's birth. It contains a complimentary allusion to 
Caecilius forthcoming poem, showing that Pliny was not the first 
literary man in his family.

getie official. Vespasian, rough soldier though he was, besides 
being a sagacious praetical ruler, had the good sense to encour- 
age literature. Among all his subordinates none was more 
trusted than the Elder Phny, who, in 77 4.p., dedicated his 
encyclopaedie * Natural History" to Vespasian's son 'Pitus. . 

Doubtless the cireumstance that Pliny was brought up by 
this unele rather than by his father had an influence upon 
his after career. "The uncle-was à prodigy-ef-industry, as - 
we learn from a letter! of the nephew, describing his habits 
of study, which were such that in comparison the nephew, 
who to u$ seems painfully studious, might well call himself 
a mere idler. Yet the boy was distressingly 
precocious, according to modern notions; we 
are tempted to think him something of a prig. 
Bulwer has well deseribed him as a *graceful pedant." In 
his maturity we pardon the pedantry for the sake of the 
grace. But there is no cause for regret that the Greek 
tragedy? which he composed at the age of fourteen has 
been lost. Doubtless it was no more than a school exercise, 
such as was done by many a youth who failed afterward to 
become famous in the literary world?

testament, the adopted son assumed the three names of his adoptive 
father, adding his own gentile name, in the form of an adjective. Thus, 
e.2g., the son of L. Aemilius Paulus, adopted by P. Cornelius Seipio, 
became P. Cornelius Scipio Aemilianus; young Octavius, adopted by 
the will of Julius Caesar, became C. Julius Caesar Octavianus. But 
great irregularity in the matter of proper names had grown up after 
the decay of the old gentes and of the patria potestas, so that we have 
no reason to be surprised at the form of our author's name, assumed 
after his testamentary adoption by the uncle who had been in many 
respects a father to him, viz., C. Plinius Caecilius Secundus.

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Young Pliny was so fortunate, moreover, as to have for his 
guardian! no less a man than Verginius Rufus, 
whose importance is sufficiently indieated by the 
fact that he thrice refused the imperial purple. 

With two such sponsors, it is not surprising that our 
Pliny's career in polities, at the bàr, and in literature should 
have begun early | His own ability, reinforeed by hard 
work, enabled him to grasp the suecess which rare social 
and edueational advantages put within his reach. 

Great pains were taken with his bringing up. The condi- 
tions of life among the Romans were then such —- 
that almost the only way to practical success 
was the career of the orator. Hence the education of a 
gentleman was intended to train him to be an effective publie 
speaker, and rhetoric" was synonymous with a liberal edu- 
eation, general as well as special. Cato's definition, —

Orator est vir bonus dicendi peritus,? 

well expressed the Roman ideal of an earlier age. The 
most complete exposition of the system of edueation in 
vogue in the first century is found in the great work of 
Quintilian, the Znstitutio Oratoria. Quintilian was one of 
Pliny's teachers? — that schoolmaster who be- 
came consul, and whose career shows the esteem 
in which «rhetorie' then stood. Another was the celebrated 
Nicetes Sacerdos from Smyrna. 

It may have been at this period that Pliny's life-long 
friendship with Tacitus began. The only event in this early 
part of his life of which we have detailed knowledge is the 
memorable eruption of Vesuvius in 79 A.D.; when 
he was in his eighteenth year. The story 1s 
told in two letters to. Tacitus) Omne of them

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describes the death of his uncle, who, with the intrepidity 
of the true man of science, was seeking to investigate the 
awful phenomena going on before his eyes, and, with 
the brave fidelity of a Roman offieer, was preparing to 
save the lives of the threatened people by taking them on 
board his fleet. "The other tells how the writer himself and 
his mother passed that fearful time. "These letters are in- 
teresting besides, because they were written at the request 
.of Tacitus, whom we thus see at work getting materials for 
one of the lost books of his Histories. "These two letters, 
with the one about the haunted house in Athens and the 
one to Trajan about the Christians in Bithynia, are known 
to every modern reader, and have ensured the author's im- 
mortality in the popular mind. 

His début as an advocate was made at the early age of 
eighteen. "The citizens of Tifernum 'Tiberi- 
num, a small town in Umbria, invited him, 
* when hardly more than a child," to become 
their patronus, or permanent counsel, in the capital? We 
do not know the nature of his first case, nor who his client 
was; it is interesting chiefly because it was the beginning 
of a long and distinguished career at the bar. His first 
great success in the centumviral eourt was gained when he 
was adulescentulus adhue, but was already married.* 

The Elder Pliny, from preference no doubt, was of 
equestrian rank only. His succession of official functions 
was that of a knight, not of a senator. At the time of his 
death he' was praefectus classi, admiral of the 
fleet of the * Lower Sea?! at Misenum. His 
nephew was destined for the senatorial career, which cul- 
minated in the consulship and the high administrative

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positions open to consulars alone.' By way of preliminary 
qualifieations, the young aspirant to the cursus honorum 
was required to fill one of the minor annual magistracies, 
collectively called the Vigintivirate,? and to serve at least a 
nominal term in the army as fribunus militum laticlavius, 
ostensibly as aide on the staff of some governor of a province 
who commanded troops. Hence we often hear of the semen- 
stris militia of a tribunus honores petiturus. Pliny was Xvir 
stlitibus iudicandis? in 81 or 82. His military tribuneship 
was spent in Syria, where he was attached to the third 
legion, «Gallica, and employed in clerical work connected 
with the aecounts of the army? At this time he must have 
been twenty ora little older. After returning to Rome, he 
obtained the quaestorship, the lowest senatorial 
offiee. Asthe minimum age for this was twenty- 
five? he cannot have held it before 87. It seems most 
probable that his term was from July 1, 89, to June 50, 90. 
'l'he fact that he was quaestor Caesaris indicates that he was 
in high favor with the emperor Domitian at this time. The 
lez annalis, which fixed the age at which each office might 
be held, also required an interval of at least a year between 
the first and second, and between the second and third, 
and of two years between the third and fourth offices. We 
know that Pliny was praetor in 92., Meantime 
he had been tribune of the plebs,* probably from 
Dec. 10, 91, to Dec. 9, 92; the year's interval between trib-

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uneship and praetorship had been remitted by Domitian.! 
He explains in Ep. I. 28 and in Panegyrie 95 his reasons for 
refraining from practice as an advocate during the year of 
his tribuneship. He claims credit also for modestia during 
his praetorship. Certainly such eonduet was prudent. 'That 
it was not safe, in 93, to make one's self conspieuous in 
any way ls evident from Tacitus's account of the death of 
Agricola? in that year. Pliny was so discreet that he was, 
as late as 94 or 95, appointed praefectus aerarii 
Commissioner litus, ap office which he held for three 
of the military - : a 
PS years. Nevertheless, it appeared from papers 
found in Domitian's desk, after his murder, 
that Pliny would, in all probability, soon have been added 
to the list of the tyrant's vietims? | Fortunately, however, he 
was allowed to live on into the better times of Nerva and 
Trajan. Yet his advancement, which had been steady and 
rapid, partly perhaps owing to the support of 
Commissioner Veroinius Rufus,'was arrested for the remainder 
of the ; DC : 
Treasury of Domitian's reign. By Nerva he was made 
praefectus aerarii Saturni, commissioner of the 
"Treasury, with hisold friend Cornutus Tertullus for colleague.? 
It was not till September, 100, that he attained the consul- 
ship, which he held for that month and October, 
again with Cornutus for his colleague. Upon 
taking office, he delivered in the senate the oration of thanks 
for his nomination by the emperor Trajan, which, revised 
and enlarged, has come down to modern times 
under the name of the Panegyrie. This is a 
very valuable historieal document, as it is the only authority

adulation and long-winded rhetoric, it is very tiresome read- 
ing—a great contrast to the letters in point of interest. 
After putting on the finishing touches, Pliny read it for 
three successive days to an audience of his friends, who 
professed to enjoy it. It was only fair on their part to say 
so, for he was always infinitely obliging about listening to 
the literary produetions of other people. Except for this 
solitary extant specimen we might have entertained a higher 
opinion of his oratory. Publice recitations, which 
had begun in the time of Augustus, had long 
been a recognized institution. —Aspirants to 
literary fame hired a publie room, filled it with an audience 
of their friends, and there recited and declaimed. The 
oceupation of the.real orator being taken from him by the 
changed politieal eonditions of the age, the rhetorician had 
usurped his place. Reputation was measured by the size of 
audiences and the noise of their applause. The influence 
of sensationalism, invading all departments of literature, 
produced an era of false taste, of artificiality in both matter 
and expression.  Epies, dramas, forensie speeches were 
equally labored and unnatural — Pliny was appreciably 
affected by the spirit of his time. At least he was an 
enthusiastie and indefatisable listener as well as performer 
at'recitations.) "There is evident sincerity in his complaint 
of the manner in which many openly neglected, while others 
attended with a perfunctory show of interest, these literary 
gatherings. In 105 or 104 he became a mem- 
ber of the college of augurs, and was later 
appointed one of the commissioners of the Tiber. 
During all these years Pliny had been growing in reputa-

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tion as an advocate. His earlier practice seems to have 
been mainly in the court of the Centumviri. 
"This tribunal was a very ancient one, the his- 
tory of which is but imperfectly known. It 
was permanent, but its members were probably chosen 
annually from the tribes. "The name was correet enough so 
long as there were 105 members, three from each tribe; but 
it was retained after the number was raised to 180. "They 
sat in the Basilica Julia, with a spear (hasta), the ancient 
symbol of Quiritary ownership, planted before them. The 
court was divided into four ehambers, which usually sat 
separately. but for eases of special importance they were 
combined, sometimes in one body (quadruplex iudicium), 
sometimes in two seetions (duplex iudicium ; duae hastae).* 
"cero enumerates? the kinds of causes referred to this 
court, viz, disputes as to Quiritary ownership, including 
fservitudes, wills, intestate succession, guardianship, and 
questions of sftatws, involving freedom or eitizenship. In 
Pliny's time it was doubtless concerned chiefly, if not en- 
tirely, with questions of inheritance. 

Even in his later years he did not entirely abandon this 
part of his practice, for he writes of being overworked with 
eases 1n this court,* and all through the letters are numerous 
aneedotes about it and familiar allusions to 1t." 

Dut the climax of an advocate's career was to be engaged 
in great state trials, such as those of provincial 
governors arraigned before the Senate for mal- 
administration: In this respect also Pliny's ambition was 
gratified. He was engaged on behalf of the province of Baetica 
for the prosecution of Baebius Massa and of Caecilius Classi-

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eus, and on behalf of the province of Aírica for the prose- 
eution of Marius Priscus. Inthe last ease he was associated 
with Tacitus. He was subsequently counsel for the defence 
of Julius Bassus and of Varenus Rufus, both ex-governors 
of Bithynia. "These two cases were difficult and. compli- 
eated. "Their preparation necessitated a thorough aequaint- 
ance with the province in question, and it was possibly owing 
to the familiarity with Bithynian affairs which 
he then aequired, that Plimy was afterward? 
selected by Trajan for governor (legatus pro 
praetore) o£. Bithynia and Pontus. Under the Empire the 
Roman provinces were divided into two classes. "Those 
which had been long organized, which were 
iranquiland needed no military garrison, were 
administered by,proconsuls sent-eut-emmually by the-Senate- 
"Those which were.turbulent, or which lay on an exposed 
frontier, or which for any reaqon required a large military 
foree, were governed by the emperor through legati ap- 
pointed by himself, to serve during his pleasure. A province 
might at any time be transferred from one list to the other. 
Pontus and Bithynia had been senatorial provinces, but their 
administration had fallen into such disorder that Trajan 
found it necessary to take them over into his own hands, 
and to send out an imperial legate with extraordinary powers, 
to reorganize the government and restore order. The book 
containing the correspondence with Trajan con- 
sists (with the exception of the first fifteen? 
epistles) wholly of letters written during Pliny's 
tenure of this important post. It breaks off suddenly at 
Epistle CXXI, and of the rest of Pliny's life we know

Whether he died suddénly or not, whether in the 
province or after his retürn home, we cannot say. Put his

She 
was a rich woman, who allowed him *to treat her purse as 
his own.'? Not far from the year 100 he married his last

Their union was a happy one. His letters to 
her* and about her? are tender and lover-like, and it is evi- 
dent that his affection was returned. His descriptions of 
her interest in his pursuits and her anxiety for his success, 
which led her to sit behind a eurtain to hear him speaking 
at the bar, are very charming. A number of letters to her 
grandfather Fabatus and her aunt Calpurnia 
Hispulla put us in touch with the affairs of a 
harmonious family eirele. The second letter

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to Trajan expresses gratitude for the grant of the us trium 
liberorum, the privileges of *a father of three children"! 
He was perhaps unable to remember his father; at all 
events he does not speak of him. "Toward his 
mother and uncle he was affectionate and duti- 
ful? In this respect his conduct was not exceptional. But 
in generosity toward his friends, in liberality toward worthy 
objeets, in tireless publie spirit, he has few 
equals among men known in ancient history. EOUAQUHUUE 
'To quote from Mr. Hardy :? * At one time he P p 
gives a fellow-townsman 300,000 sesterces to 
make up the equestrian census;* at another time he con- 
tributed 100,000 towards the wedding-dower of a friend's 
daughter;? at another he helped Artemidorus the philoso- 
pher to satisfy his clamorous creditors? "The poet Martial 
received some help towards his journey home to Spain. 
Quintilian was presented with a sum of 50,000 sesterces for 
his daughter's dower,? while an old nurse was settled com- 
fortably on a little farm which Pliny bought for her."? 
Perhaps it is a stronger evidence of friendship to beg a 
favor for a man than to give him money. This 
depends upon whether one is more like Dick- 
ens or like Thaekeray. Pliny was like both, 
and used his influence, as well as his property, without stint 
for the good of his friends. We find him asking, and. ob- 
taining, for one or another of them, a centurion's commis-

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liberorum. He was ever ready.to assist his friends in a 
canvass for office, while his help and encouragement of 
young advocates was generous and unfailing.? 

With such a character and social position, Pliny must 
have known everybody that was worth know- 
ing. He loved and venerated such old men as 
Verginius and Spurinna; he took a kindly interest in his 
townsmen of Comum; he was on terms of easy equality 
with the prominent men of his generation in social and 
politieal life; he had some acquaintance with philosophers ; 
and among men of letters he found his most congenial 
intimate friends. 

"His publie liberality proved his hearty interest in all 

ood causes: schemes for municipal improvement, charita- 
ble foundations, edueation, all found in him a sympathetic 
promoter. 

For the benefit of his native town he endowed a founda- 
tion for the support of poor children? at a cost 
of 500,000 sesterces. Another sum of 1,000,000 
founded a publie library,* and 100,000 provided 
a fund for its maintenance. Finding that the boys went 
from Comum to school at Mediolanum (Milan), he offered 
to pay one-third of the salary of a teacher to be settled at 
Comum. 'Phe town was further remembered in his will by 
the bequest of a sum of money for the construetion and 
maintenanee of a publie bath,? and of 1,866,666 sesterces to 
provide an annual publie banquet, after the death of certain. 
freedmen of the testator. Benevolenee to his slaves was not 
Kindness to. left by him for merely posthumous expression, 
slaves for it was his habit to manumit any who were

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seriously ill! so that if they died, they might die free and 
dispose by will of their small possessions. Comum was not 
the only plaee benefited by his liberality, for he built and 
dedieated a temple at Tifernum,? and restored a temple of 
Ceres on one of his estates, providing it with colonnades to 
shelter the worshippers, and with a new statue of the goddess.? 

All this munificence implies wealth. Pliny was rich, but 
not extremely so. He sometimes had to com- 
plain of hard times or of poor vintages, and to 
hesitate about a desired purchase. We know 
that he had estates from both his father and his mother? and 
he must have inherited something from his uncle. "Two of 
his villas, which overlooked the Lake of Como, 
he playfully called Tragedy and Comedy.* His 
Tusean estate, near Tifernum and the Apen- 
nines, yielded an income of 400,000 sesterces. Besides 
country houses at Tusculum,? Tibur, and Praeneste," he owned 
& splendid villa on the seashore at Laurentum, seventeen 
miles from Rome. This was evidently a favorite with him, 
for one of the longest of the letters gives an elaborate 
description of it.! 

Like most literary men who make a large figure in town, — 
always excepting Charles Lamb and Dr. Samuel 
Johnson, — Pliny is forever sighing for the 
country. Just how much of such sighing is 
genuine and how much is conventional is hard to determine.

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of authority. And it is clear that many Romans of that 
over-&ivilized age had à real taste for the enjoyment of. 
country seats during a part of the year, and their litera- 
ture from Catullus on is full of appreciation of 
the milder and lovelier aspects of nature. 'They 
delighted in a trim garden or well-kept park, 
in the soft, sweet beauty of a peaceful landscape, remind- 
ing us not a little in this respect of the English poets of the 
eighteenth century. 

One so enthusiastie in his interest in literature as Pliny, 
may be supposed to have tried his hand at 
pretty much every sort of writing. He con- 
fesses, Ep. IV.27:— 


Ego interdum versibus ludo.

More than once we find a mention of his * hendecasyllabies 
which he appears to regard with a certain amount of indul- 
gence, and which he hints, not without a suspicion of glee, 
are just a little naughty. One cannot help smiling at the 
care taken by so excellent a man to assure us that he was 
a wicked fellow after all in his lighter moments. He cer- 
tainly had not the qualities of a poet, and the loss of his 
verses is not one to be deeply deplored. No doubt they 
were clever and ingenious, but wholly academie. Even 
Cicero, when he tried to write poetry, could only produce 
admirable prosody. 

.Plny's extant works are the Panegyriec and the two collec- 
tions of letters, viz.: nine books of general corre- 
spondence, and one containing the letters to 
Trajan. '"Phese last are, in most cases, accompanied by the 
emperor's replies. 'The dates of the several books are dis- 
cussed in Appendix I.  Suffice it to.say here, that the 
Was his seleetion of the letters! and their arrangement 
own editor were the work of the author himself.

1 [.e., the nine books. 
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not a case of haphazard survival, nor yet of posthumous 
editing by a stranger. We have the satisfaction of knowing 
that the collection contains just what the writer intended 
i& should. "We are not troubled with misgivings, therefore, 
in forming our estimate of him. As he tells his own story, 
we may take him at his word. It is eminently fitting that 
such a man, and the representative of such an age, should 
appear before the world in a literary toilet thus care- 
fully arranged. Letters which showed him en 
déshabillé, so to speak, or betrayed him at an 
unguarded moment, when he forgot his pose, if he ever had 
such a moment, would be out of keeping. Pliny in a state 
of nature would not be the real Pliny. He is least artificial 
in the letters to Trajan, but he is not there at his best. 
We appreciate his abilities and his conscientious endeavors 
as an administrator. ut he is out of his element at such 
a post as the governorship of a troublesome provinee. No 
doubt he was proud to be trusted, but the position clearly 
worried him, and in his heart he pined for the brilliant 
society of Rome or the calm literary repose of his villas. 

Pliny's chief excellence as à writer is his clearness, and 
the chief element of his charm is his modernness, of thought 
and expression. One evidence of this is the 
singular felieity of Melmoth's translation in 
*Johnsonese. Warton said of this version that 
it bettered the original. While we might not be willing to 
go so far as that, we do feel that the extraordinary appro- 
priateness of its eighteenth century English to the Latin of 
the original letters stamps Pliny as in many respects a 
kindred spirit with the English authors of that time. 

To sum up our impressions, — Plinxis-theamost-amiable- 
of the ancient writers. Not only is he admir- 
able in all private relations, but nothing unkind 
is said by him of any contemporaries while they live, except 
of Regulus and other equally infamous representatives of

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the class of informers. His facile disposition enabled him 
to get on with Domitian and with Trajan. «He 
goes to the publie games, though they bore him 
and though he does not approve of them. He 
eoes hunting, but does not really care for it, and takes his 
writing-tablets along with his hunting-gear. He does not 
object to a little indecency in verse, but in his 
conduct there is no trace of anything impure. 
He is not the only man who has *admired the 
contrast between a strict life and a wanton muse." His 
denuneiations of the wicked are so beautifully expressed 
that we eannot help feeling that he took a good deal of 
satisfaction in the style of his inveetive, and that the 
iniquity of evil-doers did not make him really unhappy. It 
must have been difficult for him to be stern. When his 
support of friends under a cloud was really 
brave and unselfish, the complaeeney with 
which he tells of it afterward robs it of much of its heroic 
flavor. 

It is a pity that one so kindly should appear in history 
as a persecutor of Christians, but it is evident 
that he had no liking for the róle. And his 
letter of intercession for the ungrateful freed- 
man has been compared without striking impropriety to 
St. Pauls Epistle to Philemon. 

His 4ealenlated sensibility, whieh reminds Mr. Mackail 
of Rousseau, and his elaborate simplicity, come dangerously : 
near provoking a patronizing smile; yet, when 
we have read all he has to say for himself, we 
cannot deny that, with all his weaknesses and 
affectations, the-mrmmrostuff of his character 1s 
—thoroughly-good, and we find ourselves able to award hin 

that respect which it would be painful to withhold from a 

man so genial and so attractive.

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4 The style of Pliny may be generally characterized by 
two statements which at first seem inconsistent. He was 
undoubtedly an imitator of Cicero, and at the same time 
he was a true representative of the Silver Age. 

In his smooth, copious fluency he is like his avowed 
master and model, Cicero: in his diction, his forms of ex- 
pression, his syntax, he shows a striking affinity with the 
chief prose writers of his.own time, Quintilian, his teacher, 
and Tacitus, his friend. 

Compared with the men of his own generation, he is freer 
than any from the peculiar faults of the Latinity of the 
time, and exhibits the least departure from the language in 
its strictly classical forms. Yet no man can escape the 
influence of his age and environment, and it is therefore 
only natural that even in Pliny we find many neologisms, 
many words the sense of which has been altered, many 
poetie expressions transferred to prose, many rare and far- 
fetehed constructions, over-frequent figures of speech, and, 
in general, a style marked by somewhat excessive antithesis, 
and not free from artificial eonceits. And yet it is, withal, 
a good style, always interesting, sometimes beautiful, here 
and there exhibiting a nervous vigor worthy of Tacitus. 


Following are some of the features of. Pliny's diction and 
style, which, though not necessari peculiar to him, may 
be fairly regarded as characteristic. The examples under 
each head are to be taken merely as illustrative, not as an 
exhaustive list. No examples have been given which do 
not occur in the letters of this collection.

It 
contains all the letters of Books r.—vrr., but omits 
Book vir Book rx. is numbered vir — "This is 
the best representative of a large number of 
fifteenth century manuscripts copied from one cor- 
rupt original. One of these is in the University 
Library at Princeton. 


The complete correspondence between Pliny and Trajan 
was edited at the beginning of the sixteenth century from a.

D. EnprrIONS 


The editions of the letters, complete or partial, have been 
very numerous ever since the fifteenth century.

bOOK I 


Page l. Letter l. "This first letter serves as a. dedication of the 
collection, or at least of the first book, to the author's friend. Sep- 
ticius is with some probability identified with the C. Septicius Clarus 
who was praefectus praetorio under Hadrian, 119-121 4.p., and was 
afterward deprived of the office by the same emperor; see Ael. Spart. 
vita Hadriani 9; 11; 15. To him are addressed Epp. I. 15; VII. 28; 
and VIIL 1. Suetonius dedicated to him his Lives of the Twelve 
Caesars; cf. Roth, Suetonius, Praef. p. ix. Pliny describes him, Ep. 
II. 9. 4, C. Septicium, quo nihil verius, nihil simplicius, nihil candi- 
dius, nihil fidelius novi. Pliny's intimate and friendly relations with 
the whole family of Septicius are evident from Epp. II. 9; VII. 28; 
IVSEBISS TS 

1. paulo curatius: here in a word we have expressed the con- 
scious, artificial charaeter of these letters, composed and arranged for 
publication. 

3. non servato temporis ordine: this is to be regretted, but 
there is some question as to how far the expression is to be literally 
understood. In regard to the chronology of the letters and of Pliny's 
life, see Appendix I. 

4. Superest, etc.: it only remains for you not to repent, etc. 

5. consilii: of your advice to publish the letters. obsequii : 
of my compliance. 

7. addidero: ie., if I compose any more tnan those already 
written. 


Letter 2. Caninius Rufus was a townsman of Pliny, a citizen of 
Comum. To him is addressed Ep. III. 7 ; simply to Caninius, Epp. 
IL 8; VI. 21; VII. 18; VIII. 4; IX. 33. In Ep. VIII. 4, he is about 
to write a poem on the Dacian wars, showing that he was a kindred 
spirit with Pliny in the matter of interest in literature.

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8. Quid agit: informal personification; the same expression is 
used of inanimate objects in Ep. II. 11. 25. Comum: now Como, 
on the lake of the same name, Pliny's birthplace. suburbanum : 
se. praedium ; à country estate near a town. 

9. porticus: colonnade, cloister. 

10. platanon: grove of plane trees; the plane was a favorite shade 
tree. eurlpus: canal; as a proper name it is applied to the. chan- 
nel between Euboea and Attica. viridis et gemmeus: green and 
sparkling, or, possibly, eeith green and flowery banks. 

ll. subiectus et serviens lacus: (e charming lake below ; i.e., 
the Lacus Larius, Lake of Como. See Crit. App. 

12. solida: firm; it had to be hard enough to give a solid foothold 
to the bearers of a litter, but was not so hard as to jolt unpleasantly 
the person carried. gestatio: promenade, exercising ground, for 
riding in a litter or on horseback. balineum: an elaborate bath 
was at this period a part of every Roman country house of importance. 
See Harper's Classical Dictionary, article Balneae. 

13. sol...circumit: cf. Ep. II. 17. 8. triclinia: dining rooms; 
TpukM vcr, à couch running around three sides of atable. See Class. Dict. 

14. popularia: for large parties; cf. Ovid, Metam. VI. 198. 
paucorum: /ntended for a few guests. cubicula: rooms, apart- 
ments, especially the small ones used for sleeping. Like the modern 
Southern Europeans, the Romans took a siesta in the hot part of 
the day. Pliny also uses the word in the sense of salon, without an 
epithet; e.g., Ep. IL. 17. 

Page 2. 2. intentione. . . obeundae: by reason of your careful 
attention to your property ; thrift was a virtue peculiarly respected by 
the Romans. 

3. si minus: 7f not; see note on si non, page 37, line 15. 

4. unus ex multis: /ike other people; cf. Hor. Sat. I. 9. 71, unus 
multorum. Quin: wAy...not? 

5. alto... pinguique secessu: deep, calm retreat. Pinguis, in 
this figurative sense, is untranslatable, but reminds us of a similar 
use of gras in the expression dormir la grasse matinée. tec 
adseris: devote yourself. 'The proper meaning of adserere is seen 
in the phrase adserere in libertatem, to claim as free by a suit at law 
a person held in slavery. Caninius is to claim his freedom from other 
occupations in order to give his whole attention to literature. 

7. in his. . . reponatur: on (these let your waking and even your 
sleeping hours be spent. Notice vigilia, instead of vigiliae which 
would be more in aecordance with classical usage. 
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8. exclude: hatch out; but on the meaning of this word consult 
Crit. App. 

9. reliqua rerum tuarum: partitive genitive with neuter adjec- 
tive, instead of reliquae res tuae; ct. reliquum diei, Livy XXV. 38. 23, 
where the phrase matches maior pars noctis. 

10. sortientur: will fall to the lot of. 


Letter 9. Pompeia Celerina, perhaps the wife of Vettius Proculus, 
Ep. IX. 13. 13, was by a former marriage the mother of Pliny's second 
wife.. She is mentioned, Ep. I. 
18.3. Ep. III. 10. 8; Ep. VI.

But the sentence 
is a very lame one.

21. nostra: sc. praedia. deverteris: you come to lodge. 

22. ac: as. 

24. mitium: how mitis Pliny was is shown, e.g., in Ep. V. 19; 
also in Ep. VIIT. 16. 

25. novitatibus: notice the plural abstract; the sense is semi- 
concrete, *new things." 

26. probari: to please ; lit. *to approve themselves? ; passive with 
middle force. "This use of the passive is rather characteristie of Silver 
Latin. Cf. Quintus Curtius's mannerism of using the active with se 
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forthe passive. Curtius probably wrote about two generations earlier 
than Pliny. See Introduction II. $ 9. c. 
27. ipsos: sc. dominos. 


Page 9. Letter 4. This letter appears to have been written after 
January 1l, 97, but before the death of Nerva. An account of (C. Li- 
cinius) Voconius Romanus (cf. C.I.L. II. 386 C. 38652) is given in 
Ep. II. 13. From this letter, and from ad T'rai. 4, it appears that he 
was Pliny's fellow-student and comrade in arms, that he was an ad- 
vocate, a flamen of Hither Spain (see note on Ep. II. 13. 4), that Pliny 
obtained for him the Zus trium liberorum from Nerva, and the latus 
clavus from Trajan. Epp. L 5; IIL. 12 are addressed to Voconius 
Romanus ;"Epp. IL 1; VIL. 155; V1..395. VIII.:85 EX SUA EX 
to Romanus. Demogeot (Pline le Jeune, Lettres Choisies) says that 
Romanus became a friend of Hadrian, who composed his epitaph : 
Lascivus versu, mente pudicus erat. 

1. M. Regulo: M. Aquilius Regulus rose to great wealth and 
power under Nero by *delation.' Accused at the beginning of Vespa- 
sian's reign, he was defended in the senate by his half-brother, the 
eloquent L. Vipstanus Messalla. Tae. Hist. IV. 42. "The charges 
against him detailed by Tacitus tend to confirm our belief in the just- 
ness of Pliny's opinion. Martial's effusive compliments to Regulus, 
Epig. I. 12; 82; 111; IV. 16, count for nothing as testimonials to his 
character. He stands almost alone as an object of open scorn and 
detestation to Pliny, who is nearly always mild and charitable in his 
judgments. Pliny tells three scandalous stories about him, Ep. II. 20; 
describes his tasteless and hypocritical mourning at his son's death, 
Ep. IV. 7 ; but after his death mourns his loss to the lega! profession, 
ip ViT; 2t timidiorem humiliorem: Regulus feared punishment 
for his crimes, after the death of his patron Domitian. But in dealing 
with informers, as in many other respects, the government of Nerva 
showed itself moderate, not to say feeble. Observe the asyndeton ; 
this is a noticeable feature of Pliny's style, but the same may be said 
of many authors who labor much after striking effects. 

3. tectiora: the free comparison of participial adjectives, which 
marks the Silver Age of Latin, is already noticeable in Livy. 

5. Rustici Aruleni: L. Junius Arulenus Rusticus, a Stoic, pupil of 
Paetus Thrasea, was put to death in 4.p. 93 for writing a panegyric 
on TThrasea and Helvidius Priscus ; the book was publicly burned ; cf. 
Suet. Domit. 10; Tac. Agr. 2; Pliny's opinion of Rustieus is ex- 
pressed in Epp. I. 14 ; 11.18. periculum foverat: had promoted 
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the prosecution. Cowan translates: had fostered the dangers, and 
remarks upon the exceptional use of foverat in a bad sense. 

6. librum: speech. 

7. Stoicorum simiam: ape of (he Stoics; the scornful epithet 
reflects the unpopularity of the Stoies with Domitian's courtiers. 

8. Vitelliana cicatrice stigemosum: marked with a Vitellian 
scar, ie., branded with disgrace by the scar of a wound received in 
Vitellius's service ; referring probably to the occasion described in 
Tac. Hist. III. 80, when Rustieus was sent as envoy to the troops of 
Vespasian, as they were about to enter Rome in 69 a.p. Stigmo- 
sum: this hybrid, with a Greek basis and Latin suffix, is a rare and 
late word; it is used by Petronius, $ 109. eloquentiam: style; 
it is not clear whether this is meant as a sneer at Regulus's language. 
In Ep. IV. 7. 4, however, we find a severe criticism of his oratorical 
abilities. : 

9. Lacerat: defames; so we speak of *tearing a reputation to 
tatters. Herennium Senecionem: another friend of Pliny and 
his colleague in the prosecution of Baebius Massa on behalf of the 
Baetici; cf. Epp. VII. 33; III. 11. 3; Tac. 4gr.2; put to death by 
Domitian on the accusation of Metius Carus, for writing a life of 
Helvidius Priscus at the request of the latter's widow, Fannia. 

10. Metius Carus: one of the most noted of the informers ; his 
name became proverbial in literature ; cf. Tac. Agr. 45; Juv. IL. 36; 
also Ep. VII. 19. It was he who lodged against Pliny the information 
which was found among Domitian's papers after his murder. Ep. 
VII. 27. 14. 

1l. meis mortuis: he means the victims of his accusations. 
molestus sum: interfere with, annoy. Crasso: M. Licinius 
Crassus, brother of the Piso adopted by Galba, was aecused by 
Regulus and put to death by Nero; Tac. Hist. I. 48; IV. 42. Ca- 
merino: Sulpicius Camerinus, proconsul of Africa, accused under 
Nero, but aequitted ; Tac. Ann. XIII. 52. Apparently he was subse- 
quently less fortunate. 

14. recitaret: i.e., to his friends. non adhibuerat: Lad not 
invited. 

15. quam capitaliter : with what deadly hostility. Capitaliter is a 
late word, used first by Pliny, so far as we know. centumviros: 
for an explanation of the centumviral court, see Introduction, page xvi. 

19. relegatus: relegatio was a milder form of banishment than 
deportatio, for it did not involve loss of property or civil status, nor 
was it always for life. tibi: ethical dative. 
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27. pietate: loyalty. 

Page 4. 5. laqueis: ixthe toils. 

6. Nunc: i.e., since Nerva's accession. Caecilium Celerem : 
cf. Ep. VII. 17; perhaps the same as the governor of Celtiberia, Mar- 
tial VII. 52. 

7. Fabium Iustum: to him are addressed Ep. I. 11 and perhaps 
Ep. VII. 2; Tacitus's Dialogus also is dedicated to him. 

8. Spurinnam: an account of him is found in Epp. II. 7 and III. 1; 
to him are addressed Epp. III. 10; V. 175. He was highly respected 
by Pliny. 

10. sed plane mane: yes, very early; the assonance is unfor- 
tunate, though this is not a case of strict homoioteleuton ; plane màné. 

12. efficias ne: eflicere with neis rare; as it denotes the accom- 
plishment of a result, it is naturally followed by ut non. 

13. venio: /"m coming. Immo: aay; courtesy on the part of 
the younger man. 

14. porticu Liviae: see Middleton, Remains of Ancient Rome, 
I 338, 381; Augustus, in honor of Livia, his wife, built on the 
Esquiline hill a spacious piazza surrounded by colonnades. It was on 
the way from Pliny's house to the Forum; cf. Martial X. 19, the 
epigram which is quoted in Ep. III. 21. In Ep. V. 1. 9, Pliny meets a 
man at the Temple of Concord, built by Livia herself on this piazza. 

16. parce: adverb; observe its emphatie position. 

17. quid renuntiandum : wAat answer should be returned. 

18. Mauricum: Junius Mauricus, brother of Arulenus Rusticus; 
cf. introduetory note to Ep. IL. 14. Banished by Domitian, in 93 A.D.; 
recalled by Nerva in 96 4.p. His character was similar to that of his 
brother. 'To him are addressed Epp. I. 14; II. 18; VI. 14; and he is 
mentioned in Ep. III. 11. 3. Cf. also Tac. Hist. IV. 40; Agr. 45; 
Plutarch, Galba, 8. Martial V. 28, says, licet vincas . . . aequitate 
Mauricos, oratione Regulos. His friendship with Nerva and Trajan 
is referred to in Ep. IV. 22. 5, 4. : 

22. convenit: met. in praetoris officio: «aile attending 
upon the praetor; i.e. in the suite of friends attending the new 
magistrate on his assumption of office. Officium meant either a volun- 
tary courtesy or an obligatory service; from the former meaning 
developed the post-Augustan one of a ceremony at which such courtesy 
was rendered. 

23. secretum: « private interview. animo meo: strict classi- 
cal usage would require Zn. 

24. penitus haereret: rankled. 
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25. Satrio Rufo: mentioned in Ep. IX. 153. 17. 

27. eloquentia saeculi nostri: cf. l'ac. Dial. 19. "This is a sneer 
at Pliny, who venerated Cicero as his model. 

28. maligne: sneeringly, spitefully. 

29. honorificum: complimentary. 

Page b. S3. quamvis palleat: the post-Augustan writers devel- 
oped the practice of using quamvis with the subjunctive to concede a 
facet, as the classical writers used quamquam with the indicative. 

5. qui... dissimulet: a clause of characteristic with accessory 
causal force. 

6. scripsit: sc. Modestus. 

8. Regulus omnium bipedum nequissimus : Modestus was ap- 
parently quoting from Cic. de Domo sua, 18. 48, hoc ministro omnium 
non bipedum solum sed etiam quadrupedum impurissimo. (Gierig.) 

11. dum... venit: we should expect the imperfect subjunctive ; 
the present indicative is colloquial in such a sequence as this. 

12. $vckaOaíperov: hard to overturn. 

13. locuples: cf: Ep. II. 20. 18 ; Martial I. 12; VII. 31. factio- 
sus: influential ; i.e., he had a strong following ( factio). curatur 
a multis: this is shown by Martias epigrams cited swpra. Martial 
was needy and venal, Pliny was benevolent and independent. "We 
cannot doubt which gives the truer picture of Regulus. "There is à 
similar contrast between the portraits of Fouquet, swrintendant des 
finances under Louis XIV., as given by Dumas in his Vicomte de 
Bragelonne and as given in history.

Letter b. Cornelius Tacitus, the great historian, Pliny's intimate 
friend. "There are ten other letters addressed to him, viz., Epp. I. 20; 
IV EVI Or mVere0:53VT:390/:5V1T20,: S VT: 99 5 VLEISS 6 $3EX 1075 
IX. 14. This letter is one of the best illustrations of the author's 
*graceful pedantry,' a delightfully frank account of a characteristic 


bit of affectation on the part of this posewr. 
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23. Ego ille: note the double pronoun, proper where Z/le is used 
with the first or second person; cf. the German usage with the rela- 
tive zch der ich, etc.; Vater unser der du bist, etc. 

24. et quidem pulcherrimos: Cowan remarks upon the frequent 
emission of the pronoun before quidem in Pliny and also in Cicero ; 
here we might expect et eos or et illos quidem. "'Phere are several in- 
stances in Tacitus of this usage, but there is said to be only one in 
Quintilian. Kraut, $ 31. 

25. inertia: — otium, which does not necessarily mean idleness, 
but often the quiet pursuit of literature or science. The Romans did 
not consider literary labor as work, but only a dignified form of idle- 
ness. non...discederem: «nd that, too, without at all departing. 

26. retia: neís, surrounding a part of the wood into which the 
game was driven by beaters. Hunting methods with the Romans 
seem to have been very unsportsmanlike. 

27. pugillares: sc. tabellae, small memorandum tablets, to hold 
in the shut hand (pugnus), formed of leaves of ivory or wood, 
covered with a film of wax (cera), on which the Romans wrote with 
& stilus, an instrument pointed at one end for writing, and provided 
at the other with a flat blade or a round knob for erasures. medi- 
tabar .. . enotabamque: iterative; / would think and make notes. 

Page 0. 1. vacuas: i.e., without game. 

2. ceras: note-book, another word for pugillares; cf. Ep. IX. 
36. 6, venor aliquando, sed non sine pugillaribus, etc. Non est 
quod: (here's no reason why. hoc studendi genus: here Pliny 
is unfaithful to his teacher, who does not approve of this sort of study. 
Cf. Quint. Znst. Orat. X. 9. 22. (Cowan.) 

4. undique: adjectival use of adverb. ipsumque illud: the 
order is the reverse of the normal one ; see Crit. App. 

5. cogitationis incitamenta : aids to reflection. 

6. auctore me: pon the strength of my example. 

7. lagunculum : »wíne flask; diminutive of laguna or lagena. 

8. non Dianam, etc.: cf. Ep. IX. 10. 1l, ewpio praeceptis tuis 
parere: sed aprorum tanta penuria est, ut Minervae et Dianae, quas 
ais pariter colendas, convenire non possit. montibus: dative in- 
stead of in montibus. 


Letter 6. 'To Minutius Fundanus are addressed Epp. IV. 15; 
VI.6. Inthe former he is spoken of as likely to become consul the 
next year. Ep. V. 16 is in praise of his young daughter, who had just 
died. He appears to have been proconsul of Asia under Hadrian. 
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10. Mirum est, etc.: strange what « good account we can give, 
or think we can give, of each separate day spent in the city.  (Cowan.) 
The use of quam here is unusual. Ordinarily quam (instead of ut, 
* how?) is employed only when it limits an adjective or adverb, or, at 
least, in some way denotes degree of intensity. — ratio... constet: 
cf. note on ratio constabit, page 5, line 20. 

11. pluribus iunctisque: several successive days, taken together. 
non constet: in English we do not repeat the verb, but simply 
employ the negative. In Latin the repetition of the verb is necessary. 

13. officio togae virilis : a4 a coming of age; on officio, see note 
on page 4, line 22.  'The assumption of the toga virilis, which was all 
white, in place of the purple-bordered one (praetexta) of childhood, 
was the most striking feature of the ceremonies which marked the 
coming of a young Roman to man's estate. The age varied from 
fourteen to seventeen. 

14. frequentavi: / have attended. ille: so «nd so, such an 
one. ad signandum: i.e., as a witness, seven being required by 
law; signare is to-seal, not sign, which is subscribere.

19. postquam. ..lego, etc.: whenever I read, etc.; evenit is itera- 
tive in sense, expressing what is his usual experience. | Laurentino: 
his favorite villa at Laurentum, on the coast of Latium, described in 
Ep. II. 17. He says, Ep. IV. 6. 2, ibi enim plurimum scribo. 

20. corpori vaco means the same as corpus curo, attend to 
physical comfort — meals, bath, exercise, etc. | 

23. sinistris . . . carpit: slanders. 

25. rumoribus: 4ossip. inquietor: a late word. 

27. sinceram: genuine. 
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Page T. 2. poveetov: abode of the Muses. 

3. strepitum: cf. Hor. Car. III. 29. 12, fumum et opes strepi- 
tumque Romae. 

4. multum: very. Hor. Car. I. 25. 5 ; Sat. I. 3. 57. 

5. Satius est enim: notice enim in third place. 

6. Atilius: Atilius Crescens, a lifelong and intimate friend of 
Pliny, with some reputation as a wit. He is quoted again in Ep. II. 14. 
2. Cf. also Ep. VI. 8, concerning his studious tastes and small means ; 
Cic. de Off. III. 1. 1, Scipio's saying, numquam se minus otiosum esse 
quam cwm otiosus, nec minus solum quam cum, solus esset ; Seneca, 
de Brev. Vitae 12. 2, non otiosa vita . . . sed desidiosa occupatio. 

7. otiosum esse: (o have nothing to do. nihil agere: to be 
(busy) doing nothing. Pliny's occupations in the country were any- 
thing but rural; everywhere he was, first of all, a man of letters.

8. Olim — i«mdwudwm, iampridem : mostly post-Augustan in this 
sense; for a long time you have sent me no letters. 

10. priores: /he ancients, our fathers ; poetic. 

11. si vales, etc.: this formula was so stereotyped that it was 
commonly written with initials only, S. V. B. E. E. . Cf. Sen. Ep. 15.1, 
«mos antiquis fuit usque ad meam servatus aetatem, primis epistulae 
verbis adicere, si vales bene est, ego valeo. 

12. Ludere: jesting. 

13. quid agas: ow yow are. 


Letter 8. For information about Calestrius Tiro see Epp. VII. 16; 
VII.32. To Tiro are addressed Epp. VI.1; VI. 22; IX. 5. He and 
Pliny served together in the army, were colleagues in the quaestor- 
ship, and, though Tiro was the first to obtain the tribuneship of the 
plebs, again in the praetorship. "Tiro became proconsul of Baetica. 
He and Pliny often visited each other. 

15. si iactura, etc.: if loss is a strong enough word for the occa- 
sion; iactura was originally the throwing overboard of part of a cargo 
to save a ship in a storm. 

16. Corellius Rufus: the husband of Hispulla and father of 
Corelia Hispulla, $ 3, infra; of senatorial rank, Ep. VII. 31. 4; 
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cf. Dio 68. 2 ; his advice often asked by Pliny, Epp. V.1.5; IX.13.6; 
praised Pliny to Nerva, Ep. IV. 17. 8; praised after his death, Epp. 
III. 3. 1; IV. 17. 1, 4; VII. 11. 3; IX. 183. 6. Pliny showed his grati- 
tude by kindness to Corellia after her father's death. 

18. quae: strictly speaking, the antecedent is genus, not mortis, 
but the confusion is a natural one. fatalis: necessary. 

19. utcumque: somehow or other; see Introduction II. $ 5. 5. 
finiuntur: this sense of the word is poetie and post-Augustan. 

20. arcessita : voluntary, i.e., invited ; men ordinarily wait till 
death comes to them naturally. 

Page 8. 1. sapientibus: to philosóphers. 

2. quamquam ... habentem: when thus used with a participle or 
adjective, quamquam is elliptical and has the sense of quamvis, which 
is an adverb as wellas a conjunction.

conditional without si; indefinite subject. Cowan quotes as parallel 
Hor. Sat. I. 3. 15-17, deciens centena dedisses

Letter 9.  Sosius Senecio was the son-in-law of Sex. Julius Fronti- 
nus and the father-in-law of Q. Pompeius Faleo. He is probably the 
person addressed in Ep. IV. 4. He was consul ordinarius in A.p. 102 
and in 107 ; consul suffectus in 98 and 99. Trajan respected him 
highly and erected a statue to him, Dio 68. 16. To him Plutarch 
dedicated his famous * Lives. 

20. proventum: crop, or, if this word be thought insufficiently 
respectful, Aarvest. The highly educated nobility of this time, 
being zealously excluded from active polities, devoted themselves in 
great numbers to literature, for occupation and amusement. It wasa 
period of * overproduetion? on the part of authors.

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21. Aprili: cf. Juv. III. 9, where it is August, and Ep. VIII. 21. 
2, where it isJuly. "The occasion here referred to was a time of year 
long before people went oüt of town. quo non recitaret aliquis:

one's poetical, historical, or rhetorical compositions to one's friends, 
at one's house; or to larger audiences, sometimes in public places, 
sometimes in rooms hired for the purpose. The great number of these 
recitations rendered attendance upon them a very burdensome social 
obligation ; cf. l.

9. quia... perdidisse: a good example of the paradoxical 
statement of which our author is fond. His manner of saying a thing 
is often more important than the thing he says.

18. creditor: i.e., in order to put the readers under obligation to 
listen to me in turn. 


Letter 10. For information about Junius Mauricus, see note on 
page 4,line 18. In Ep. IL. 18, Pliny has been asked to select an in- 
struetor for the nephews of Mauricus; in Ep. VI. 14, he accepts an 
invitation to visit Mauricus in his country house at Formiae. 

20. fratris: Arulenus Rusticus; see note on page 3, line 5. 

21. mihi potissimum: e rather than any one else. 

22. summum: great. 

Page ll. 1. ex quo nasci: in expressions of source, the prepo- 
sition ex regularly aecompanies the ablative of pronouns, otherwise 
it is unusual with the designation of a father. 

3. Minicius Acilianus: we have no information about him, out- 
side of this letter. ut iuvenis iuvenem: see Crit. App. 

6. vobis: ie. you and your brother. Brixia: a Roman 
municipium (free town), with the civil rights of a colonia, on the road 
from Comum to Aquileia, eighteen miles west of the Lago di Garda, 
Lacus Benacus, now Brescia. It had been a city of the Insubrians, 
and then of the Cenomani. "The citizens of a colonia had the same 
private rights as Roman citizens in regard to property, but not the 
publie rights of suffrage and eligibility to office at Rome. 

7. nostra Italia: Transpadana. The same character is here at- 
tributed to it, as was traditionally ascribed to Livy's birthplace, 
Patavium, rusticitas being here used in a good sense. 

8. antiquae: good old ; often used with this connotation. 

9. Minicius Macrinus: elsewhere simply Macrinus; Epp. II. 7 ; . 
IIL 4; VIL 65 VII. 10; VILI. 17 ; IX..4, are addressed to him ; he 
lived thirty-nine years with his wife Acilia, until her death, Ep. VIII. 5. 
To him Persius addressed his second Satire. equestris ordinis 
princeps: « chief mam of the equestrian order, perhaps one of the 
more select class of equites (illustres or splendidi), not merely one of 
those whose property amounted to 400,000 sesterces. $quites who 
possessed the senatorial eensus of 800,000, 1,000,000, or 1,200,000 
sesterces (the amount was different at different times), and who were 
eligible for a senatorial career, were sometimes called ilustres or 
splendidi. 
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10. quia nihil altius voluit: this assigns the reason, not why 
Macrinus was princeps ordinis equestris, but, by implication, why he 
was merely of equestrian rank. Maecenas was another eques who 
nihil altius voluit. adlectus inter praetorios: ie., given the 
rank and privileges of an ex-praetor, without having actually been 
praetor, involving, inter alia, the right to sit in the senate.

20. ac .. . remisit: has already relieved you of the need of can- 
vassing for him ; there was only one more office, the consulship, to 
obtain, and that was in the gift of the emperor.

10. mulso: a mixture of wine and honey. nive: snow was 
used as we use ice.

We cannot be sure whether this letter is addressed 
to the son or to the father. Both are mentioned in Ep. II. 9, where 
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it appears that the son had been quaestor and hoped to become 
tribune of the plebs. While legate of Trajan in the Parthian war, he 
captured Seleucia, Dio 68. 50. He was praefectus urbi, and consul 
for the second time in 146 4.».; Aul. Gell. VII. 6. 12; XIII. 18.2; 
Vita Severi 1. 3. 

1. Pompeium Saturninum: to him were addressed Epp. I. 8; 
ande (tov Saturninus simply) V..21; VIL 7; VIL 15; EX. 38. It 
appears that he wrote orations, history, and poetry, also that he was a 
comrade in arms of Neratius Priscus, Epp. VII. 7 ; VII. 8; VII. 16. 
hunc... nostrum: my countryman of that name, unless it means 
simply our friend ; but in Ep. I. 8, it is Pliny's speech to the people 
of Comum, which he sends to Saturninus for criticism.

He declines a 
military tribuneship, Ep. III. 8; is urged by Pliny to publish his 
writings, Ep. V. 10; Pliny obtains for him the ius trium liberorum, 
Epp. ad Trai. 94, 95, and calls him there, as in Ep. I. 24, his com- 
rade in arms. There is further information about him in the Vita 
Hadriani 11. 

10. dilationem: adjournment, postponement. pauculos . .. 
excusem: beg for a delay of a few days or at least of one day. 
Pliny's position as a leader of the bar was such that a request coming 
from him was likely to be granted. 

11. proximum: sc. diem. 

12. kai yáp T óvap, etc.: for a dream is from Zeus. Homer, IT. I. 
63. eventura: substantive use of future participle; things which 
are going to happen ; some dreams are interpreted naturally, others by 
contraries.

Page 18. 1. inanem umbram: as the emperor himself was 
always invested with the tribunicia potestas, the annually elected 
tribunes were reduced to insignificance. "The real importance of the 
office now consisted in the fact that either it, or the aedileship, was a 
necessary qualification for those who wished to pass on to the higher 
offiees of praetor and consul. sine honore: attributive to 
nomen. 

2. sacrosanctam: the person of a tribune was sacred ; an injury 
or affront to him was therefore a sacrilege ; this adjective is a techni- 
cal term expressing this fact. in ordinem cogi: to be hwmnbled, 
degraded, to be reduced to the level of others, when one is a magis- 
trate; originally, perhaps, of an officer *to be degraded to the ranks";

19. ut perferatur: a clause of purpose explanatory of $ta,— 
ought to be assumed with this purpose — of wearing it to the end. 
Perferre means to carry out consistently to the end.

eulogy of the emperor in the senate was regularly delivered by one of 
the consuls, for himself and his colleague, on the first day of their term.

the verbs are appropriate, for the book was a manuscript roll. 

19. per: along. fallente vestigio: hís foot slipping ; lit., the 
place where he set his foot betraying him. 

20. parum apte collocata : unskilfully set. 

21. coiit: knit. 

22. magnum .. . magnum... magnum etiam: this use of 
etiam in connection with asyndeton is a marked peculiarity of Pliny's 
style. See Introduction II. $ 6. a. Kraut, $ 27, has many examples. 
ornamentum principi: the emperor honored himself by honoring 
such a man as Verginius. 

Page 21. 1. Laudatus est: his funeral oration was spoken from 
the Rostra in the Forum. 

2. Cornelio Tacito: the historian, who was also one of the first 
orators of his time ; the peculiar character of his eloquence is expressed 
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by the adverb ceuvàs, in Ep. II. 11. 17. "The conclusion of the Agricola 
proves how eloquent Tacitus may have been on this occasion. 

4. plenus annis: this is a finer phrase than Virgil's, Aen. VII. 55, 
plenis annis ; plenus in the best authors is usually constructed with the 
genitive, but the ablative is frequent and is found even in Cicero. 
: Full of the honors he refused" is a fine example of oxymoron. 

7. non solum publice, etc.: braehylogy; he evidently means 
non solum publice [admirabar, sed etiam privatim] quantum admi- 
rabar tantum diligebam. 

8. regio: Transpadana. municipia finitima: near to Comum, 
which was a free town, was the birthplace of Verginius, — perhaps 
Mediolanum. 

10. tutor relictus: i.e. appointed by the will of Pliny's father; a 
tutor was guardian of a boy (or girl) whose father was dead, till the 
ward reached the age of fourteen (or twelve). A father had the right 
to name by will a tutor for his surviving minor children; otherwise

2. minuendis publicis 
sumptibus: Prof. Platner (Am. J. Phil. ix. 217) says this construction 
of the gerundive and a noun, equivalent to a clause of purpose, occurs 
but four times in the letters of Pliny, whereas it is strikingly frequent 
in Tacitus. B. 339. 7; A. & G. 299. b ; H. 544. 2. N. 3; Roby 1156. 

19. huius aetatis: about thirty-five. per quem excusaretur: 
this may mean fto take his place as a substitute, or only to present his 
excuses. "The latter view is perhaps the safer one.

Letter 20. We cannot be sure whether the person addressed is 
Julius Avitus or Junius Avitus. Junius Avitus is mentioned in Ep. 
VIII 23; at the time of his death he was aedile designate; he had 
served as tribune of a legion in Germany and in Pannonia, and had 
been quaestor to several consuls. He is one of the legatees named 
in the will of a certain Dasumius, A.D. 108 or 109. For the text of 
this will, see Bruns, Fontes Juris Romani Antiqui, Pars II. cap. XIV. 
Julius Avitus appears to be the brother of Julius Naso, Epp. V. 21. 3; 
VI. 6.6 ; after serving as quaestor he died on his journey home, leaving 
to mourn him a mother, brother, and sister. 

It was a common custom to furnish clients and humble guests with 
entertainment inferior to that enjoyed in the same room by the host 
and his privileged guests. Many allusions to it are found in the litera- 
ture of the period; e.g., Juvenal's fifth satire and Martial L 20; 
III. 12 ; III. 49 ; III. 60; IV. 85; VIL11; X.49. "The subject is dis- 
cussed in Friedlaender's Sittengeschichte I». p. 386. Labiche has à 
modern parallel to this stingy host in his comedy, Moi.

Page 20. 1. etiam: this use of etiam combined with asyndeton 
has already been noted.

2. quo: sc. silentio. 

3. acre et intentum: one of close attention. 


Letter 24. L. Neratius Priscus was, according to Mommsen, legatus 
pro praetore of Pannonia in A.p. 98. To Priscus were addressed Epp. 
T8: SVIET; 8172 0 VITIS 19! 
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10. inpetratum . . . cupio: cf. adiutum cuperem, page 24, 
line 19. 

11. Regis exercitum: i.e. as governor of Pannonia; three 
legions were stationed in that province in the time of Augustus and 
Tiberius; it was always thought necessary to keep a strong force 
along the Danube. 

12. larga materia: abundant opportunity. . longum... tempus: 
an imperial legatus held office during the emperor's pleasure, often 
for several years; a military tribune was appointed for six months. 

13. Convertere: passive in middle sense. 

15. unus aut alter: one or two ; a common phrase at this period. 

16. Voconius Romanus: cf. note on Ep. I. 5. in equestri 
gradu clarus: «4 distinguished member of the equestrian order. 

17. pietate: devotion to the boy. vitricus: his step-father's 
name is not known. alius — alter. 

18. Mater e primis, etc.: this is not very clear; the text is doubt- 
ful. See Crit. App. 

20. Flamen: sc. Augustalis. 'The worship of the emperor, in- 
tended to unite the different parts of the empire in the bonds of 
common loyalty, was established at various important cities in the 
provinces, and provincial nobles were appointed as flamines, priests of 
the emperor cult. Or, understanding the passage differently, we may 
take him to have been one of the flamines minores at Rome.

13. capacem : worthy, lit., capable of containing. 
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Letter 25. "There are eight other letters in the collection addressed 
to Maximus: Epp.

241; IX. 1; IX. 23. In Ep. III. 2 he appears as legatus of à province, 
in command of an army. He was quaestor in Bithynia, tribune of 
the plebs, praetor, legate of the emperor sent to settle the affairs of the

19. exercent... delectant: give me more work than pleasure, 
I find more laborious than interesting. 

21. insignis: sc. causa. 

22. cum quibus iuvet dicere : with whom Icare to plead (Cowan) 
either as associates or as opponents. 

23. ad declamandum: their declamations were school exercises. 

24. transierunt : i.e., from the schools. inreverenter: appar- 
ently a neologism ; cf. capitaliter, Ep. I. 5. 4; eloquentius, Ep. III. 
18.6 ; exultantius, Ep. III. 18. 10 ; custodite, Ep. V. 16. 3. Atilius : 
cf. page 7, line 6, and note, also Ep. VI. 8. 

25. expresse: aptly, neatly ; post-classical. 

26. auspicari: begin; cf. Plaut. Capt. 766, 767. ab Homero:

1. ita maiores natu, etc.: Pliny is affecting the style 
of an old man, but he was not yet forty. 

3. nisi... producente : waless introduced by some man of con- 
sular rank.

actoribus: pleaders, orators; observe the increasing use of the 
dative with similis in Silver Latin, as compared with the earlier use of. 
the genitive of persons. 

7. similes: like the orators in the sense of being worthy of them ; 
the audience is as good as the speakers. conducti et redempti : 
hired and bought. manceps convenitur: (he agent is met, i.e., 
an agreement is made with the agent, who supplies persons for hire to 
applaud the advocate. 

8. basilica: sc. /ulia. This was the meeting-place of the centum- 
viral court; a vast open hall, surrounded by triple rows of columns, 
running along the S. W. side of the Forum; begun by Julius Caesar 
and finished by Augustus. sportulae: lit., little baskets, the dole 
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of food or money given by patrons to their poor clients; here, of 
course, it means bribes for applause.

25. Largius Licinus: the man who offered the elder Pliny 
400,000 sesterces for his volumes of notes ; cf. Ep. III. 5. 17. 

26. hactenus ... corrogaret: going only, however, to the extent 
of inviting — not hiring. 

27. Quintiliano: referred to by Pliny as his teacher also in Ep. 
VI.6.3; see Introduction, page xi. audisse: notice the perfect 
infin. with memini. 'This is habitual with Pliny. Roby 1372. Note 
the omission of the subject, me. 

28. adsectabar: ie. asa pupil ^ Domitium Afrum: à famous 
orator, born at Nemausus (Nimes) in Gaul. He held high positions 
under Tiberius, Caligula, Nero, being consul suffectus in 4.n. 39. By 
conducting certain unrighteous prosecutions for the government, he 
sacrificed his character. He died in A.n.60. Cf. Quint. X. 1. 118; 
VS.

2. intermissa causa: giving up the case. 

3. centumviri: vocative. hoc ... perit: our profession is 
done for.

18. aeque . . . quam: cf. I. 20. 1, aeque . . . ut. 

19. parum commode tractant: are giving me trouble. (Cowan.) 

21. querellae: cf. Ep. V. 14(15). 8; IX. 56. 6; apparently dis- 
contented tenants are the cause of the troubles. 


Letter 2'7. To AsiniusGallus is 
addressed Ep. IV. 17, if our read- 
ing is correct, and to Gallus, Ep. 
VIII. 20. In Ep. I. 7, we find the 
Baetici preparing an accusation ; 
against Gallus for misgovernment 
of their province. But the iden- 
tification in these cases is con- 
jectural. 

The Laurentine villa of Pliny 
has always been a subject of in- 
RIHNDHEN v NS terest and study. Many attempts 

N have been made to draw a satis- 
factory plan of it. Dr. H. W. 
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Magoun, Am. Philol. Ass. Proceedings, July, 1895, reviews ten such 
plans, beginning with that of Scamozzi, 1615, and ending with his own, 
1894 ; cf. same, Proceedings, Dec., 1804. See pages 164, 165. 

23. Laurentinum ... Laurens: sc. praedium or rus; alternative 
forms of the adjective of Laurentum, a town on the coast of Latium, 
between Ostia and Lavinium. The district surrounding it was called 
the ager Laurens or Laurentinus. 

Page 30. 1. gratiam: charm. opportunitatem: convenience 
of location, near Rome. litoris spatium : (e breadth of the beach, 
or the extent of the property along the.shore. 

2. secessit: is distant. 

3. salvo iam et composito die: without losing or leaving unfin- 
ished your day's work; cf. Hor. Car. I. 1. 20, solido . . . die; salvo: 
*undiminished' ; composito: *completed,' *disposed of.' After the 
close of business, about 2 r.w., Pliny could drive, in a couple of hours, 
to his villa. Ostia is about sixteen English, or seventeen Roman miles 
from Rome. ; 1 

6. lapide: the Roman highways were marked at every mile by a 
stone pillar; distances were counted from the gilded stone in the 
Forum, sniliarium aureum ; *all roads lead to Rome." 

7. Utrimque, etc. : whichever way you go, the rest of the voute is 
somewhat sandy. iter: one quitted the highway (via), to follow 
one of the ordinary unpaved country roads (fer). iunctis: fora 
tedin, a harnessed pair of horses or mules. 

8. equo: «a saddle-horse. 

9. facies: the view, the scenery. silvis: Castel Fusano, which 
is now pointed out as the site of this villa, whether rightly or wrongly, 
is in a wood, about five miles from Laurentum and two from Ostia, 
but in the Laurentine district. 'The shore line has gone out about a 
mile since Pliny's time. 

10. diffunditur et patescit: spreads out and opens before you. 

11. greges: cf. Juv. I. 107, s Laurenti custodit in agro conductas 
Corvinus oves. 

12. hieme depulsa: they came down to enjoy the warmer past- 
ures below during the cold season. 

13. nitescunt: they grow fat, lit., sleek. usibus capax: large 
enough for comvenience. non sumptuosa tutela: ablative of 
quality ; not expensive to keep up. 

14. atrium: entrance hall ; originally the sole, then the chief room 
of the house; in the more elaborate houses of the imperial age, 
the hall of entrance and reception, a large anteroom for the house.

15. porticus: cloister. in D litterae similitudinem: some 
manuscripts and some plans have O instead of D. Pr. & B. explain that 
there were two D's, thus: (ID, with the area between ; taking one D, 
and understanding the shape as semicirecular, which seems most rea- 
sonable, we cannot determine whether the straight side was in front 
or rear. 

16. festiva: this may mean cheerful or handsome. 

18. specularibus: panes either of glass, which was in use before 
this date, or of mica or tale (lapis specularis), which could be split 
into very thin sheets. Cf. Pl. Nat. Hist. XXXVI. 22; Martial VIII. 
14 ; Juvenal IV. 21. imminentibus : overhanging. muniuntur : 
the subject is porticus. 

19. contra medias: facing the middle of it; i.e., of the porticus, 
line 15. cavaedium hilare: cheerful inner court, either because 
of its decorations or its abundance of light, as it was open to the sky 
in the centre, being either a kind of second a£riwm or a peristyle 
(court, surrounded by columns). In its earlier use cavaedium appar- 
ently — atrium, but later, as houses grew larger and more elaborate, 
it designated a second open ehamber or court, meaning, in general, 
the open interior of the house. Cf. Magoun, cited above. mox — 
deinde; post-Augustan. triclinium : dining-room ; see Class. Dict. 
for description and plan. 

20. Africo: the S.W. wind. 

21. fractis iam, etc.: only by the spray of the spent waves. 
(Cowan.) 

22. valvas: folding doors, with two leaves. 

24. prospectat: notice the variety of expressions in the context 
for *view,! *outlook,  *prospect'; it has been remarked that the 
Romans took infinite pains to secure beautiful views from their houses, 
and that their chief enjoyment of natural beauty was through their 
windows. a tergo: the visitor looking out to sea would have 
behind him the portions of the villa already described. "Turning 
around, he would see them in the reverse order, as they are here 
enumerated. 

26. retractius paulo: « little further back ; i.e., not projecting 
as the £ricliniwum did. cubiculum: not a bedroom, but a salon 
or arithdrawing-room. 

27. orientem, occidentem: i.co., in winter S.E. and S. W. The 
allusions to the sun in such connections are very frequent; cf. infra, 
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$8 7, 8, 13; also Epp. I. 3. 1; V. 6.15; V. 6. 24. Much dependence 
was placed on the sun for heating interiors in cold weather. 

30. angulus: exposed from S.E. to S.W., sheltered from the other 
points of the compass. purissimum : brightest. 

31. continet et accendit: collects and intensifies. — hibernacu- 
lum : winter exercise ground, for Pliny's slaves (meorum). 

Page 31. 1. nubilum... serenum: sc. caelum ; overcast the sky 
with clouds and take away fair weather. 

2. cubiculum in hapsida curvatum : « salon with semicircular 
wall; ie. a bay window. Pliny would have enjoyed sitting with 
Montaigne in his study, described in Bk. III. ch. 3, on Les trois Com- 
merces. 

4. armarium: book-case, cupboard with shelves, containing 
Pliny's favorite books. 

6. dormitorium membrum : « sleeping-apartment ; dormitorium 
is a post-Augustan adjective. transitu: passage, a hypocauston, 
heated from beneath, by terra-cotta flues (&ubulutwm) laid below its 
mosaie pavement; which was supported (suspensum) on short pillars ; 
cf. 8 23, infra ; Ep. V. 6. 25; Sen. Ep.90. 25. Many such flues have 
been found in position. Some editors understand transitu simply as 
a *conduit,' for the pipes. 

8. digerit et ministrat: distributes and supplies. 

9. detinetur: is appropriated. 

10. plerisque tam mundis: sc. membris or cubiculis from the 
sense of reliqua pars. 

ll. politissimum: Cowan translates this tastefully decorated, 
and supposes that this cubiculum balanced and corresponded to that 
described in $0, supra, this one perhaps being intended for guests, 
that for servants, musicians, etc. 

12. cenatio: apparently a less large and formal apartment than 
the triclinium or state dining-room, yet often used as its synonym. 
quae plurimo . . . lucet: with plenty of sunshine and q wide sea 
view. (Cowan.) 

13. procoetone: anteroom (mpokowróv). 

14. altitudine aestivum: cool in summer (lit., suitable for use 
in summer) because of its high ceiling. 

16. balinei: see Class. Dict., article 5alneae. 

17. effusa: broad, wide. 

18. duo baptisteria, etc.: two plunge baths (cold) of circular 
form let into semicircular niches in the two opposite walls, or perhaps 
only of semicireular form and projecting out (eiecta) from the walls. 
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19. si... cogites: considering the néarness of the sea, which is 
available for swimming. unctorium: anointing-room, an impor- 
tant adjunct of the bath. 

20. hypocauston: sweating-room; called hypocauston, because 
heated from below the pavement. propnigeon (mp6, mvvyeós) : à 
room or passage containing or communicating with the furnace of 
a bath ; Vitruvius calls it praefurnium. duae cellae: i.e., caldaría 
and tepidaria. 

22. piscina: pool for swimming, warm in this case; cf. Ep. V. 
6.95. | ex qua natantes, etc.: this implies glazed windows. .Na£an- 
tes, *swimmers,! illustrates the post-Augustan tendency to use the 
participle for the momen agentis. mare aspiciunt: a fine view 
was an important element in the luxury of private baths. 

23. sphaeristerium : ball-ground, tennis-court ; exposed to the 
afternoon sun, where they exercised before bathing; cf. Epp. V. 6.27; 
DIISSIPSS: 


24. sub qua: i.e., on the ground floor. diaetae: silting- 
rooms, sometimes the word means *summer house.? 
25. in ipsa: ie., on the second floor. cenatio: this dining- 


room was apparently on the third floor, where the view was most 
extensive. 

27. alia turris: there is no certainty about the location of these 
towers; the plans show the widest diversity in this respect. — in quo 
sol nascitur, etc.: cf. $ 6, supra ; here Pliny is apparently describing 
the upper story first. 

28. apotheca et horreum: wine closet and storeroom. —'The 
apotheca was in the upper part of a house, as the passage of smoke 
through it was considered beneficial to the wine. Horace invites an 
amphora to descend from the wine closet. — Car. III. 21. 7. 

30. patitur: poetice, hears; informal personification. langui- 
dum et desinentem : faint and subdwued. 

S31. gestationem: cf. note on gestatio, page 1, line 12. 

Page 32. 3. inarescit: withers. 

4. vinea: a vine, on a trellis, shading a walk, where the ground 
was kept soft for barefoot exercise, «mbulatio; cf. Ep. IIL. 1. 8. 
tenera: dainty; this adjective is a stereotyped epithet of the vine, 
but it is impossible to translate it satisfactorily ; we do not know pre- 
cisely what aspect of it was especially associated with the noun. 

7. malignior: wunfuvorable. Hac... facie: ie. the view 
over the garden. 

9. vestibulum: the entrance from the main road, leading into the 
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atrium. lt may have been a sort of porte cochére, as the villa was 
reached by driving. 

10. hortus . . . rusticus: «a fertile kitchen garden ; that pre- 
viously described was an ornamental garden. 

ll. cryptoporticus: covered portico ; a hybrid word, said to be 
peculiar to Pliny. prope publici operis: genitive of quality ; 
almost big enough for a public building. 

12. fenestrae : i.e., one on the garden side opposite every other 
one on the side toward the sea. singulae: the windows on the 
garden side were single, implying that on the other side they were 
arranged in pairs or threes. ^ alternis: abl. of degree of difference. 
The meaning seems to be that there was a single window opposite 
every other pair. 

13. serenus... inmotus: clear and still ; cf. Tac. Hist. I. 86. 

l6. xystus: « terrace walk ; sometimes a parterre, divided into 
flower beds. violis: these and roses were the principal flowers 
cultivated by the Romans. "They were much used for garlands at 
feasts. In general, we remark the very limited variety of flowers and 
trees then known. repercussu : reflected radiation. 

21. Nam ante meridiem, etc.: in the morning, the sun shone on 
the N.E. side (xystus), and the S.W. side was in shadow ; at noon, the 
interior was, of course, shady ; in the afternoon, when the sun shone 
on the S.W. side of the eryptoporticus, the nearest part of the garden 
and the gestatio on the N.E. side of it were in the shade.  Gestationis 
proximam partem may have been the adjoining vinea. 

27. aére pigro et manente: 5j closeness and lack of circulation 
of the air. 

28. In capite... diaeta est: at the head of the terrace and por- 
tico successively is a garden suite of rooms. (Cowan.) As terrace 
and portico were parallel, the rooms at the end of the former extended 
opposite the end of the latter. amores mei: m favorite, or which 
I am in love with. 

30. heliocaminus: sun-parlor. 

S1. cubiculum: coórdinate ; also aq voom. Translate: A sun- 
parlor which. looks on the terrace on one side, the sea on another, and 
the sun on both ; also a room ahich looks on the cryptoporticus 
through folding doors, and the sea through a window. 

Page 39. 1. zotheca: cabinet (a smali private chamber), alcove 
or recess. "The word is found only in Pliny and Sidonius Apollinaris ; 
if it means a * den? for wild beasts, it is used in the same figurative 
sense as the English word. 
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2. specularibus: see note on page 90, line 18. 

3. cubiculo: i.e., the adjoining room. — cathedras: easy chairs. 

5. et distinguit et miscet: you could look at the separate views 
from the several windows, or you could blend them all into one by 
taking a sweeping view from the 7ectus in the middle of the room. 

6. somni: ie, to sleep in during the day ; genitive of that for 
which a thing is intended ; see Introduction II. $ 3. b. 

9. ratio: erplanation. 

10. andron: « passage between two walls; changed from its 
original Greek meaning —the * men's apartments. 

13. angusta fenestra: like the register of a modern hot-air flue, 
whereby heat could be admitted or exeluded at will. 

16. oblicum: see note on qecwum, page 5, line 20. 

19. Saturnalibus: the Saturnalia, according to the enactment of 
Augustus, lasted three days, December 17-19, but were practically 
continued eight days, a period of license and noisy merriment on the 
part of slaves. See Class. Diet. 

21. obstrepunt: zeugma; 7 do not interrupt their sports by my 
presence, nor they my studies by their noise. "The latter sense of 
obstrepunt is the proper one.

26. sincerus: /resh, sweet, not brackish. corruptus: i.e. 
brackish. 

27. ligna: for fuel. 

29. vicus: a village on the shore near by. 

30. balinea meritoria: public baths ; meritorius means * for hire." 

32. calfacere: a loose use of the infinitive instead of the subjunc- 
tive with «£t after dissuadeat.  Suadere with the infinitive is common in 
poetry and in Silver prose.  Reid's note to Cie. de Sen. 52 says: 'The 
usual construction after verbs of advising or warning is w£ with the 
subjunetive, but, even in Cicero and the other writers of the best 
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period, the infinitive sometimes follows when the advice or warning is 
general and not addressed to any particular person.

24. profitentur: teach publicly; hence our 'professor'; post- 
Augustan absolute use of the verb; the noun professor occurs in 
Quintilian, Suetonius, and in other authors, as well as in Pliny. 

Page 35. 2. nisi... amares: if you did not love them more 
than if they were your own ; hyperbole. 

4. vindicassem : 7 would have claimed. 

5. suscipiendas, etc.: (hat one must take the risk of offending 
people. 

6. simultates: actual enmities, stronger than offensas. . 


Letter 29. C. Calvisius Rufus was à decurion of Comum, several 
times spoken of by Pliny as his contubernalis. 'To him were written, 
besides this letter, Epp.

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9. Assem para: get your copper reády; the language of the 
strolling improvisatore, who entertains the crowd in the street and 
takes up a collection. fabulas: several stories. 

11. Verania: sc. uror. iacebat: as lying ill. 

12. Galba adoptavit: as related in Tac. Hist. I. 14, 15, 47; 
Plut. Galba 28 ; Suet. Galba 11. He was murdered four days. after 
his adoption. | 

13. inpudentiam: sc. vide, or else it is simply an exclamatory 
accusative. 

15. EBsto, si venit tantum: [let it pass, if he only came. 

17. componit vultum: componere vultum is to assume whatever 
expression is suitable to the context; here it is a look of anxious 
interest and deep thought. Cf. Ep. III. 16. 5, composito vultu ; 
Ep. VII. 1. 6, eultum composui. 

18. agitat digitos, computat: the Romans were very clever at 
making elaborate caleulations upon their fingers ; cf. Mayor's note on 
Juvenal X. 249, which is too long to quote here. It contains numerous 
citations from Greek and Latin literature on the subject in question. 
In general, it may be said that units and tens were counted on the 
left hand, hundreds on the right.

21. hereditates . . . legata: the heres was the personal repre- 
sentative of the testator, succeeding to all his rights and liabilities ; 
the legatarius merely received a gift from the testator, payable by the 
heir. 

Cowan 
compares Demos. de Cor. 275, Diod. Sic. XIII. 28. 

25. ex paupere et tenui: cf. Tac. Hist. IV. 42 ; his father had 
been banished and his property distributed among his creditors. 

26. cum consuleret: i.e., the omens ; cf. Ep. VI. 2. 2. 

27. sescenties: sc. centena milia ; 60,000,000 sesterces. Put 
duplicia: cf. Plin. N. H. XI. 57 ; Suet. Aug. 95; Valer. Max. I.6 
This was à very lucky omen. 

28. quibus portendi : note the subordinate clause of oratio obliqua 
with an infinitive verb; B. 314. 4; A. & G. 930. 2. b; H. 524. 1. 1); 
Roby 1784. b. milies et ducenties: 120,000,000 sesterces. 

30. falsi: forgery, of which the most frequent form was the fabri- 
cation of wills. "The most famous of the laws against forgery was the 
often-cited Lex Cornelia of Sulla. Did Regulus evade legal penalty 
by dictating to the testatrix ?

7. indecent: Mayor says this is &ra£ Xeyóuevov in this sense. 

8. industria: exertion. 

10. parva haec, etc.: trifles like the following — trifles but for 
their daily recurrence (Mayor); they are important because they form 
habits. 

11. ordine: routine. 

12. lectulo continetur: keeps his sofa, studies on his reading 
couch. It was not customary to sit upright at a desk. hora: 4.; of 
the actual day, hence varying from about 11 hr. to $ hr. according to 
the season. "This matter is elaborately discussed, with a table for the 
various months and days, in Stoffel, Gwerre Civile, Appendix A.

Page 38. l. Peractis septem milibus: this may be simply driv- 
ing to and fro in his gestatio, or under a porticus; cf. note on page 1, 
line 12. 

3. utraque lingua: Latin and Greek. 

4. lyrica: lyric poems; first used as a noun by Pliny ; as to the 
four fragmentary odes attributed to Spurinna, published in 1613, see 
Mayor's note on this place, and Teuffel's oman Literature (transla- 
tion by Warr), $ 325, note 5. doctissima: clever; i.e., they showed 
great technical skill. 

6. nuntiata: a slave was kept near the solarium or clepsydra, to 
announce the passing of the hours. 

7. hieme nona, aestate octava: at Rome, at the winter solstice, 
the ninth hour began at 1.50 r.w., at the summer solstice the eighth 
began at 1.15 r.w. Vitruvius, IX. 7, 7, describes the effect of all 
sun-dials —to divide the day at any season into twelve equal parts.

4. 8); his office of praefectus aerarii Saturni (Ep. III. 6. 6). 

26. provincias: Transpadane Gaul under Otho, Lower Germany 
under Nerva. 

28. apud te subsigno: 7 promise you under my hand and seal; 
I register my vow, my vesolution, and leave the record with ow. 
(Mayor.) 

29. in ius voces ad hanc epistulam meam: jou may bring suit 
against me upon the evidence of this letter of mine. Note the mixture 
of metaphors ; cursum, terminum, and evehi drawn from the race-course, 
the rest of the sentence from the law courts. 


Page 39. Letter 31.: Baebius Macer appears as consul elect, speak- 
ing in the senate in A.p. 103 or 104 (Ep. IV. 9. 16 sqq.), and as prae- 
fect of the city in 117 ( Vita Hadriani 5. 5). "This is the only letter 
in the collection addressed to him. 

1l. avunculi: for Pliny the Elder, cf. Introduction, pages ix, x, xi, 
xii. He was born 4.rn. 22, and perished in the eruption of Vesuvius, 
Aug. 24, 79. Cf. especially Epp. V. 8. 5; VI. 16; VI. 20. 

3. indicis: index may mean, as with us, a table of the contents of 
a book, or a list of books of a given class, or it may be equivalent to 
titulus, the label attached to a volume, giving its name and author. 
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4. haec ... cognitio: ie. of the order in which they were 
written. 

5. De iaculatione equestri: On throwing the javelin from horse- 
back. 

6. praefectus alae: the command of a cavalry regiment (aia) 
was one step in the equestrian eursus honorum; see Egbert, Latin 
Inscriptions, p. 179 ; Cagnat, pp. 109 sqq. 

7. ingenio curaque : £/alent and industry. Pomponi Secundi : 
a poet in the time of Tiberius, Caligula, and Claudius, chiefly celebrated 
for his tragedies. See Smith, Dict. III. 764. Beinga friend of Sejanus, 
he was imprisoned after the latter's fall, 4.p. 51, but was released in 
37, and became consul in 41. Afterwards, when legate of Claudius in 
Germany, he defeated the Chatti in 50, and won triumphal ornaments. 
Tacitus calls him (Ann. V. 8) a man multa morum elegantia et ingenio 
illustri. He was an intimate friend of the elder Pliny, who tells (.N. H. 
XIV. 56) how Caligula dined with him, and about his expensive wine. 

9. quasi debitum munus: «s « last tribute, so to speak (*apolo- 
getic? quasi), or a duty, as it were, which he owed to the memory of 
his friend. 

'The lost histories of the elder Pliny were one of the sources from 
which Tacitus drew (Anz.

5. 6. Drusi Neronis: stepson of Augustus, who died m.c. 9 in 
Germany on the last of his many campaigns.

4.93. Drusus conquered Raetia and Noricum, made the Danube a 
frontier of the empire, and planned to subdue Germany as far as the 
Elbe, to which he penetrated on one expedition; cf. Vell.

19. erectius: lofty. Most of the literature in Nero's reign was of 
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a *harmless' sort, 'lThere was danger in expressing ' elevated" senti- 
ments, such as would be natural in history, philosophy, and poetry. 
Grammar was safe ground. 

20. A fine Aufidi Bassi: sc. historiarum ; cf. the title of "'aci- 
tuss Annals: ab excessu Divi Augusti ; this work of Pliny probably 
extended to the reign of Claudius. As to the work of Bassus, which 
was thus continued, see Teuffel, Roman Literature (translation by 
Warr),$ 277 ; Quint. X. 1, 103. Naturae historiarum: commonly 
called Naturalis Historia, dedicated to Titus, the son of Vespasian, à 
vast work of encyclopaedie character, a mine of information on the 
greatest variety of subjects; this work alone has survived.

Vulcanalibus: the 23d of August, when sunrise is 
about a quarter past five; the date chosen for first lighting lamps be- 
fore daylight, because Vulcan was the god of fire; this was with most 
persons merely a ceremony (awspicandi causa), but Pliny really began

27. Silius Italicus (4.p. 25-101): was consul in 68, then, aban- 
doning official life, spent the rest of his days in literary retirement. 
His chief work was a long epie poem ( Punica), in seventeen books, on 
the second Punie war, which is still extant; Teufftel, Roman Litera- 
ture (translation by Warr), $320. Neapolitano: sc. praedio; the 
chief interest of this estate was the fact that on it was situated the 
tomb of Vergil. What is to-day shown as Vergil's tomb is a very 
dubious relie. Cf. Martial XI. 48 and 49. 

28. inedia: this showed the calm, deliberate nature of the resolu- 
tion to die; it was the dignified method of suicide. finisse vitam: 
Mayor has an interesting note on this passage, containing a long list 
of the suicides of Roman authors and a discussion of the views of the 
ancients regarding the morality of self-destruction.

l3. carmina: especially his Punica, which Professor Wilkins 
calls *the characteristic work of a well-schooled, lifeless age. He 
calls Silius * a slavish imitator of the diction and metre of Vergil, who 
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*produced many thousand verses as dull as they were faultless.

"There is a more developed 
habit of reduplication in modern Italian. 

5. L. Piso: the son of Germanieus's enemy, Cn. Calpurnius Piso. 
Pisonis: murdered a.n. 70 by order of the commander in Africa, 
Valerius Festus; Tae. Hist. IV. 40; 50. — Valerio Festo: cf. C. I. L. 
II. 2411. 

6. per... facinus — modal ablative. 

7. consul ipse: he had been consul a.p. 27; hence the word 
nuper is rather striking, as this letter must have been written about 
seventy-five years later.

5. Senecione: see note on page 3, line 09. | Rustico: see note on 
page 3,line 5. —|Helvidio: the elder Helvidius Priscus, son-in-law of 
''hrasea Paetus, was banished by Nero, recalled by Galba, banished 
and afterwards put to death by Vespasian.

Letter 4l. This is the only letter to Cornelius Priscus. He ap- 
pears in the senate as a consular in A.p. 105 or 106, Ep. V. 20. 7, and in 
120 was proconsul of Asia. See Mommsen in Keil's Pliny, page 407. 
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23. Valerium Martialem: the chief epigrammatie poet of Rome, 
born about 4.p. 40 in Spain, where he also died not before 101 or 102. 
His epigrams, about 1550 in number, are extant. See Appendix I. 
Pliny's harmless vanity gives the epigram written in his honor another 
chance of surviving by incorporating it into his letter, a precaution 
which Martial's fame has rendered unnecessary.

2. honoribus: not, as usually, offices specifically, but honors in 
general. 

7. nisi... tenerem : if 7 did not remember. | Ep. IV. 27 forms 
an interesting parallel. 

9. Esquiliis: on the Esquiline Hill ; construed like the name of 
a town, without a preposition ; plural, because the hill had several sum- 
mits. An aristocratic quarter after the improvements of Maecenas in 
the reign of Augustus. 

1l. sed ne tempore, etc.: Martial X. 19. non tuo: inappro- 
priate; cf. line 23 of the epigram, haee hora est tua, etc. "The metre 
is Phalaecian (hendecasyllabic); A. & G. 371. 11; H. 629. 1. 

13. tetricae: austere. 

14. centum ... virorum: the centumviral court, in which Pliny 
practised much ; see Introduction, page xvi. studet auribus hoc: 
Mayor says, ** No other example of this construction is cited ; awribus 
is dativus commodi, and no other accusative than nihil or a neuter 
pronoun or adjective would be allowed." 

16. Arpinis... chartis: i.e., the speeches of Cicero, who was a 
native of Arpinum. This is especially flattering to Pliny, who wor- 
shipped Cicero.

7. in Tuscos: to mj Tuscan estate ; see note on Marsi, page 29, 
line 16. 

10. Tiferni Tiberini: appositional genitive; see Crit. App. A. 
small town on the Upper Tiber, due east of Arretium, close to the 
Apennines, on the border of Etruria and Umbria ; cf. map, page 131. 
paene adhuc puerum: he was eighteen years of age at the time 
referred to. 

11. patronum: «advocate. cooptavit : elected. 

12. Adventus: arrivals; ie., at Tifernum. 

13. honoribus: elections to public office. 

17. Subsistemus: we shall stay. 

18. sequenti: sc. die. viam ...corripiemus: a poetic phrase 
found in Vergil, Horace, and Ovid. 

19. fortes: well and strong. 

20. continget hilares: sc. invenire. 


Page 56. Letter 483. To Attius Clemens was addressed likewise 
Ep. I. 10, about the philosopher Euphrates. We may suspect that 
Regulus's grief for his son was less insincere than Pliny would have 
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us believe. However that may be, we cannot.commend this letter for 
good taste. à 

1. Regulus: the famous advocate and delator ; cf. notes on Ep. I. 5. 

2. nescio an: / doubt whether; often so in Silver Latin; the 
usual meaning in the strietly classical period is * I rather think.

4. referret: /ake after. emancipavit : liberated from the 
patria potestas, making him sui juris; a filius familias, i.e., a son 
not emancipated, could not aequire anything for himself by inheritance. 
heres matris: his emancipation by his father may have been à con- 
dition attached to his institution as heir by his mother. Women were 
under certain disabilities in the matter of making wills; Hunter, 
Roman Law, 195-6. 

5. mancipatum.: sold (or bought) into bondage, just the reverse 
of emancipatum ; or else sold (or bought) for a consideration, i.e., 
the retention of the property in the family. "The point is the surprise 
of reading mancipatum where one expects emancipatum. 'The bondage 
in question was à quasi-slavery. 'T'he person in mancipio was servi 
loco to his master, but was free in his relations to all other persons and 
to the state. 

7. simulatione: /lattery, in order to become his son's heir. 'The 
emancipated son, after he was fourteen, could institute as heir whom- 
soever.he pleased ; thus the father becomes a courtier of his own son.

17. porticibus: cf. Martial I. 12, where, however, the reference 
is to Regulus's villa at Tibur. 

19. gloriosus: boastful, ostentatious. Vexat: ie, by keep- 
ing them in the city to call on him at the unwholesome season. 

21. perverse: with his characteristic inappropriateness. 

24. augurer: predict. 
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Page 5T. Letter 44. Nothing is known about Catius Lepidus. 

l. vim: energy. — Regulo: cf. notes on Epp. I. 5, and IV. 2. 
Mirum est quam : cf. page 6, line 10, and note. 

2. in quod incubuit: what he takes pains with. 

3. ut nemo: as no one else ever did. imagines: painted por- 
traits, and inedallions in stone or metal. 

4. officinis: studios. As to the omission of Zn, see Introduction 
IL. $ 5. m. 

6. effingit: «s him portrayed. auditorio: audience; prop- 
erly, however, it is the place, not the people. 

7. recitavit tamen: although it was only a boy's life. 

8. exemplaria mille: the multiplication of copies was not ex- 
pensive, being accomplished by slave labor. A publisher had a work 
dictated to a large number of copyists at once, and the price of an 
ordinary book was nearer the rate of modern times than one would 
naturally suppose. Statius, Silv. IV. 9. 6-9, describes a pretty little 
volume bound in purple and costing only ten asses (detussis). 

9. publice: to the municipal authorities. 

10. decurionibus: the decuriones were the members of the mu- 
nicipal senates, the provincial notables.

24. expressit: defined. 

25. tali epistulae: i.e., this letter, containing so choice.a story. 

26. ex sodalibus meis: this may indicate that Comum was the 
home of Catius Lepidus. 

27. circulator: one who collects a cireulus, a mountebank, ped- 
dler, quack ; cf. assem para, Ep. II. 20. 1, and note. 
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Page 58. 1. émápas . . . riv ovi, ete.: lifting up his voice and 
rejoicing, and shouting with all his might. Demos. de Cor. 291, 
speaking of Aeschines describing the publie misfortunes and triumph- 
ing over Demosthenes. 

4. credas . . . puero: aà good example of the studied, striking, 
epigrammatie sentences with which Pliny is fond of ending letters. 


Letter 45. Maturus Arrianus of Altinum, a Roman knight, was a 
man in whose judgment and integrity Pliny had great confidence ; 
Ep. III. 2. To him are addressed, besides this letter, Epp. I. 2; II. 
Y1 ^T. 195 IV. 32; VL:25 VILE 2E 

5. auguratum.: Pliny solicits the honor of a place in the college 
of augurs in Ep. ad Trai. 13. Mommsen believes this letter to Arrianus 
was written in 103 or 104. "The college of augurs enjoyed great pres- 
tige on account of its antiquity, but had no real importance under the 
empire. The number of members was inereased to sixteen by Julius 
Caesar. They were chosen originally by coóptation, then by popular 
election, last by imperial nomination. 

6. gravissimi principis: Trajan. 

8. religiosum: sacred. 

9. sacrum . . . insigne: has the peculiar privilege. 

10. alia: i.e., other offices. 

l1. fortunae hactenus licet, etc. : Fortune has no further power 
than to bestow it; i.e., this is an office from which one cannot be re- 
moved ; it is held for life. 

12. possit: the subject is implied in Aoc, referring to the office in 
question. dari: viz., by Fortune. 

13. Iulio Frontino: praetor urbanus in A.D. 70, Tac. Hist. IV. 99, 
three times consul, legate of Bithynia, proconsul of Asia, etc., died in 
102 or 103. He was the author of the well-known works on Tactics 
and on the Roman Aqueduets. | Cf. Ep. IX. 19. 6. : 

14. nominationis die: the day of appointment by the emperor, 
or the day when names were suggested to him for appoint- 
ment. per hos continuos annos: /or the last few years in- 
variably. 

18. M. Tullius (Cicero): because Cicero was the great model in 
the department of oratory, in which Pliny was chiefly active (aemut- 
lari studiis cupio), Pliny was glad to be like him in other particu- 
lars. No doubt their respect for the science of augury was equally 
sincere. Cicero's remark (de Divin. II. 51) about the haruspices is 
familiar to all: Vetus autem illud Catonis admodum scitum est, qui

21. iuvenior: obsérve the unusual form ; cf. Apul. Metam. VIII.

Pliny, born in 
62, consul in 100, was 38. Cicero was43. Cicero was consul suo anno, 
45 then being the minimum age for that office.

addressed in Ep. III. 5 ; see introductory note. 

7. obtinuit: prevailed ; absolute use of the verb. 

Quamvis . .. sufficiat: see Introduction II. 8$ 8. d. 

13. plurimum tribuat: attaches the utmost importance. 

14. his: notice the substantive use of neuter pronouns and adjec- 
tives in cases other than the nominative and accusative ; see Introduc- 
tion; TT... $27. 6. isto usque: all the ay to you. Arrianus may 
have been at his home, Altinum, in Venetia. 


Letter 48. On Cornelius Tacitus, cf. introductory note to Ep. I. 6. 
"This letter is a good example of Pliny's generosity and shrewdness — 
the *canny' spirit of the north Italian — and is likewise interesting 
as a pieture of education in the provinces.

1. altius et quasi a fonte: from farther back and, so 
to speak, from their source. 

5. ingenii tui: Robert ( Pline le Jeune : Lettres Choisies) remarks 
that so far Tacitus is always spoken of as a great orator, and that only 
from Bk. VI. onward are his historical works referred to. 

7. Omnia ... libera parentibus: it would have been a refresh- 
ing spectacle to see the good people of Comum examining into the 
qualifications of Tacitus's professor from Rome. 


10. illuc: to Comum. ea lege: on this condition. uto 
nihil: notice the irregular use of the words for ne... quid, in a final 
clause ; cf. ne cui. . . astringam, line 6. hinc: from Rome. 


11. quam fiduciam: an epigrammatic conclusion. 


Prichard and Bernard sum up the information gained from this 
letter about education in the provinces: two kinds of schools — 
(1) government schools (multis in locis) ; (2) those established by publie 
subscription where it was possible. It does not appear that teachers 
started schools as a private venture. Boys came from a distance to at- 
tend good schools and lived in lodgings while pursuing their education.

'This letter is a case of vanity, frank and harmless. . Pliny tries to 
think he is paying the chief honor to the profession of the orator.

Augustus, and made by Hadrian a formal, official council of state. 
Pliny alludes to his own participation in the council in Epp. I. 20. 12;

Page 68. Letter 55. About Annius Severus, see introductory 
note to Ep. III. 6, which is addressed to him. That letter, also, was 
about a legacy received by the author.

16. pronuntiandi: gerund serving as genitive of definition with 
constantiam ; the courage to give judgment; see Introduction II.

17. Adhibui in consilium: it was usual for a iudex to have the 
service of one or more advisers, learned in the law, as * assessors.? 

18. spectatissimos : the superlative is regularly embodied in the 
relative clause instead of agreeing directly with the antecedent. 

19. Corellium: see Ep. I. 12 and notes. Frontinum: see 
Ep. IV. 8. 3 and note. his circumdatus: between these. 

21. qui defunctae pudorem tueretur: ío defend the honor of 
the deceased, which was in a sense assailed by the contesting of her 
will. 

22. secessi: / withdrew to an inner room. ex consilii sen- 
tentia: in accordance with the opinion of my assessors. Consilium 
was the name given to the legal advisers or assessors of an emperor or 
of a magistrate. 

Page 69. 2. cum ceteris subscripsit, etc.: brought an action 
against the others in the centumviral court. — Subscribere, because the 
plaintiff signed the notice of the suit which was served on the defend- 
ant; the technical phrase was subscribere (litem) cum aliquo or in 
aliquem, or even alicui. 

4. conponere et transigere: /o arrange a compromise; a kind 
of verbal hendiadys. 

7. capitis rei: charged with «a capital crime, i.e., facts about 
them might be elicited in the course of the investigation which would 
arouse Domitian's suspicion and so endanger their lives. 

8. Gratillae: wife of Arulenus Rusticus; see note on page 45, 
line 6. 

9. Rustici: see note on page 3, line 5. Under Domitian it was 
dangerous to be known as friends of his victims. 

10. aedem Concordiae : a large temple at the base of the Capitol 
rock. Its portico looked S. E. along the Forum. The podium, or solid 
base of masonry, which supported the building at the time of Augustus, 
is still to be seen. 
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11. ex parte quarta: the Faleidian law of s.c. 40 enacted that 
an heir should have at least a clear fourth of the estate, and that not 
more than three-fourths should be left in legacies to others. 1f the 
natural heirs were disinherited for no sufficient reason, they could 
contest the will by an action called querela inofficiosi testamenti. 
This could be prevented by leaving them one-fourth of what they 
would have received if the testator had died intestate.

20. tantundem: i.e., as much in proportion as Curianus would 
get from each of the other heirs; that is, one-quarter of what Pliny 
had received.

24. omnibus: on the abl. plur. neut. of adjectives as substantives, 
see note on Ais, page 60, line 14. 

27. Neque enim sum, etc.: this naive confession is highly char- 
acteristic of the author. 


Page 70. Letter DO. This is the only letter to Calpurnius Flaccus. | 
He was consul suffectus in A.D. 97. 

1. turdos: field-fares, or thrushes. 'They were kept confined in 
ornithones, and fattened for the table. It was customary to send 
them as gifts on certain days. Martial XIII. 92, says: 


Inter aves turdus, si quid me iudice certum. est, 
Inter quadrupedes mattea prima lepus. 


Varro says they cost three denarii (half a dollar) apiece. parem 
calculum ponere : match in value, lit., * place an equal counter. ' For 
the method of using calculi, cf. Class. Dict. article Abacus. 
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2. urbis copiis: with city wares; Pliny was out of town, away 
from the markets of Rome. nec maris, etc.: i.e., the weather was 
too stormy for fishing. 

3. epistulas: note the plural, though the reference is apparently 
to asingle letter.

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8. lectulo: study-couch. habitu studentis: (Ae posture of a 
person engaged in study; the Komans in reading or writing reclined 
on a couch. 

9. scrinium: a case to hold Ms. rolls. imaginatus est: a 
post-Augustan word.

Letter 58. About Suetonius Tranquillus, the historian, see intro- 
duetory note to Ep. I. 18. 

22. Libera . . . fidem: fulfil the promise. hendecasyllabo- 
rum: Phalaecian metre, lines of eleven syllables ; cf. page 54, above, 
where several lines of Martial, in this metre, are quoted. A. & G. 
Oils bod EIS 020. T: qui . .. spoponderunt: sponsio was a solemn 
form of promise, giving rise to an actionable obligation: Pliny's verses 
here have gone bail for the appearance of Suetonius's history.

Page /9. 1. qui — qualis. — altissime inspexi: cf. penitus in- 
spexri, Ep. IV. 17. 4, and note. 

5. ut prius: referring to the year of Domitian's tyranny. 


7. indulgeam: give full play to. Praevertor: / turn aside. 
9. prosocero: Calpurnius Fabatus; see Ep. IV. 1, and introduc- 
tory note. amita: Calpurnia Hispulla. Fabatus was a citizen of 


Comum. It seems likely that this party of friends was at one of 
Pliny's country places near Comum.

She appears to have lost both parents early, 
and to have been affectionately brought up by her aunt Calpurnia 
Hispulla; cf. Epp. IV. 19; V. 11; VI. 12. 3; VI. 90. 5; VILI. 11. 8. 
She was disappointed in the hope of children; see Epp. VIII. 10; 
VIII 11; IV. 13. 5. After accompanying her husband to Bithynia, 
she returned to Italy, because of the death of her grandfather, Cal- 
purnius Fabatus. See Introduction, page xviii. 

5. occupationibus: probably professional engagements ; possibly 
his official duties as curator alvei Tiberis, etc.

6. hic: here, i.e., at Pliny's home ; it is immaterial from which 
house he happened to be writing. istic securi: free from anxiety 
about the condition of things at your house, or on your behalf. 

7. Camilliana: so called, no doubt, because it had belonged to 
a person called Camillus, not necessarily a famous person of that 
name.

10. quam saluberrime: as advantageously (ie. cheaply) as 
possible. | Cf. si praediolum . . . tam. salubriter emerit, page 19, 
line 6. 

12. togati et urbani: the idea is the same in both words; the 
toga was rarely worn in the country; it was the formal garment 
of city life. 

13. durum: rough-and-ready. | (Lewis.)

Letter 79. About Voconius Romanus, see introductory note to 
Ep.

19. Tollite cuncta, etc.: Verg. Aen. VIII. 439. "These are the 
words of Vulcan, when, at Venus's request, he bids his Cyclopes clear 
away the work they have in hand for the gods and proceed to forge 
a suit of armor for Aeneas. "The passage is, of course, an imitation 
of the story of the forging of arms for Achilles in 7//iad XVIII. 

22. utinter meas: considering that it is one of mine. 

Page 90. 5. quam — postquam ; or, more precisely, we may say 
that intra has taken the place of post, quam remaining unchanged. 
Livy XXI. 15. 3 is merely a case of omission of post. 

6. Sedebant centum et octoginta iudices: ie.,the court of the 
centumviri, all four chambers (consilia) together — a quadruplex 
iudicium ; cf. Introduction, page xvi. This is a case of a will contested, 
by a querela inofficiosi testamenti, because of groundless disinheri- 
tance of a natural heir; cf. Ep.

5. praetore me: Pliny was praetor in 4.5. 02 ; one of the duties of 
the praetors was the celebration of the /udi Apollinares, which occurred 
July 5, and, under the empire, of other publie games. "The expenses 
of these exhibitions they bore, wholly or in part. A man was judged 
by the style of the spectacles which he furnished to the people; but 
magistrates were no longer dependent on the popular favor for their 
election; Livy gives an account (XXVII. 23) of the institution of 
the ludi Apollinares in p.c.

Letter 77.  Corellia was the sister of Corellius Rufus (cf. Ep. I. 
12. 3) and the wife of Minicius Justus (cf. Ep. VII. 11). 

20. honestissime: predicate omitted ; sc. fwcis, seribis, or the 
like. 

21. non ex septingentis: as in line 12, page 92, om the basis 
of a valuation ( for the whole estate) of 100,000 sesterces ; when Corel- 
lia finds out how cheap she has bought the land from Pliny, she wishes 
to inerease the price to its real value, i.e., from 4; of 700,000 sesterces 
to 34 of 900,000. "This Pliny refuses to allow. 

23. partem vicesimam: . or 5 per cent was the rate of the suc- 
cession tax, on estates above a certain amount not derived from one's 
nearest relatives. It was first imposed by Augustus, 4.p. 6 (Dio Cass.

7. ingenuorum ingenuarumque: male and female children of 
free parents; see Paneg. 28 ; Merivale, ch. 63. It had become neces- 
sary to induce poor parents not to expose their children in infancy. 
'Therefore this charity was not confined to those whose parents were 
dead. 

8. longe pluris: worth a great deal more (than 500,000 sesterces); 
longe is for multo of the classical age. 

9. actori publico: mwnicipal clerk; perhaps one having charge 
of revenues, analogous to a private actor Or steward ; or he was 
simply a public slave employed as the involuntary organ of aequisition 


for his owner, the municipal corporation. mancipavi: / conveyed ; 
a merely formal sale, in order that the property might be conveyed 
back to Pliny subject to the mortgage. vectigali inposito: wit/ 


a rent charge imposed upon it. 

10. tricena, etc.: 30,000 sesterces ; interest at 6 per cent on 500,000. 

11. sors: principal. 

12. vectigal: accusative; the value of the land largely exceeds 
the principal sum of whieh the rent charge is the interest. 'This was a 
safe but, as he proceeds to admit, a very expensive method, because 
to have an inextinguishable charge upon it rendered the estate very 
undesirable. 


Letter 79. Ep. IL. 13 is addressed to Priscus. Ep. III. 21 to'

19. Fanniae: second wife of Helvidius Priseus, who twice accom- 
panied him into exile. He was put to death under Vespasian some 
thirty or more years before the date of this letter.

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20. virgini: sc. Vestali. adfinis: connected by mtarriage. 

21. pontificum: the Pontifex Maximus was the * visitor" of the 
Vestal convent; cf. Lanciani, Ancient Rome in the Light of Recent 
Discoveries, ch. VI. 

22. atrio: the existing remains of the Atrium Vestae, which was 
built for the most part in the reign of Hadrian, a few years later 
than the date of this letter, are about 100 feet S.E. of the temple 
of Castor and Pollux, near the Forum. For a full account of its 
excavation in 1883-84, see Lanciani, loc. cit. ; cf. also Middleton, 
Remains of Ancient Home, Ll. 307 sqq. 

Page 95. 2. hoc discrimine, etc. : i.e., she caught the fever from 
the patient. Insident: «re continuous. 

3. defectio: failure of strength. 

4. Helvidio: see note on page 45, line 5. 

5. Thrasea: P. Thrasea l'aetus, a noble Stoic of the reign of Nero, 
father-in-law of Helvidius, son-in-law of Caecina Paetus and Arria. 
As a senator he showed great boldness, in disapproving the wickedness 
of Nero, and was obliged by Nero to commit suicide in 4.p. 66 ; see 
note on page 48, line 19. reliqua labuntur: all else is breaking 
up. (Lewis.) 

7. Eripi oculis : for the dative, see Introduction IL. $ 9. g. 

9. Bis: first, under Nero, to Macedonia; second, under Ves- 


pasian. 
10. tertio: she was banished by Domitian for having persuaded 
Senecio to write a biography of her husband. relegata: relegatio 


was the mild form of banishment, not involving loss of status, i.e., of 
civil rights. Deportatio, on the other hand, amounted to the extinc- 
tion of existence as a citizen.

6. eram: epistolary past; the epistolary tenses are comparatively 
little used by Pliny, because the letters are such in form rather than 
in substance ; see Introduction IL. $ 7. a. 


Letter 80. About Tacitus, see introductory note to Ep. I. 6. 

8. Librum tuum: it would be interesting to know what the book 
in question was. Probably it was one of the earlier books of the 
Histories. It is evident from many other letters that the habit of 
sending one's literary productions to friends for criticism was very 
common. 

12. librum meum: again we should like to know what book. 
Probably it was one of Pliny's speeches, on the revision of which he 
spent infinite pains. adnotationibus: a post-Augustan word. 

16. aetate . . . propemodum aequales: it has been inferred 
from this expression, combined with others, and with facts otherwise 
known about Tacitus's career, that he was about eight years older 
than Pliny, and was born not far from A.n. 54. 

17. non nullius... nominis: not without some reputation. 

19. Equidem adulescentulus, etc.: this slightly favors the view 
which would put Tacitus's birth as early as A.n. 52. 

21. longo sed proximus intervallo: quoted from Verg. Aen. V. 
320; ef. Quint. X. 1. 53, ut manifesto appareat quanto sit aliud provi- 
mam esse, aliud secundum. 

23. similitudo naturae: this likeness of the two friends is some- 
thing very difficult for us to see, and imitabilis seems almost grotesque 
when applied to "Tacitus. 

Page 07. 1. nam mihi... proximus, etc.: for in my opinion 
to be next to yow is to be first. Mihi is a dative of the person judging ; 
B. 188. 2. c; Roby 1148. 

2. in testamentis: i.e, that our names are joined ; still extant 
is the testament of Dasumius, where, if the text is correctly restored, 
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and there seems little doubt of it, l'acitus and Pliny are mentioned 
together among the legatees. See introductory note to Ep. II. 6. 

3. nisi... amicissimus: it was natural that they should both re- 
ceive legacies from common friends, but they received them also from 
strangers.

21 for an account of Rufus 
and of the occurrence here related. Tenuis: poor. obtinenti : 
the governor (proconsul). "Tacitus calls Rufus sectator quaestoris. 

14. comes haeserat: as «q hanger-om. inclinato die: in 
the afternoon. Tacitus makes it noon, the quietest time of day in 
that climate, the hour of the siesta. in porticu: this was at Had- 
rumetum, on the coast S. E. of Carthage. 

15. offertur: reflexive ; presents itself ; cf. Introduction II. $ 9. c. 

16. perterrito: sc. ei. — Africam: personification of the country. 

17. iturum: sc. ewm; also with the other futures. 

19. moriturum: he did die as proconsul in Africa. 

26. pestilens: wn»wholesome ; tright caused illness and death. 

27. attenderes: B.356.3; A.& G.309.a ; H.508.5.2); Roby 1544. 

Page 98. 2. idolon: this word, occurring in Cicero, is written 
as Greek. Pliny Latinizes a good many Greek terms. 

4. inhabitantibus : another instance of the dative of agent with 
an uncompounded tense of the passive. The word is a neologism for 
incolis or habitantibus ; cf. Ep. I. 6. 9, inerrare. 
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8. inerrabat: both the word and it$ construction with the dative 
are characteristic of Pliny and of Silver Latinity. longior: in 
point of time ; — diuturnior.

18. audita simulacra: the epparitions which had been reported ;

Such belief was quite universal among his contemporaries.

21. necessitudo : close EEEHROn PARA "This is the fact early 
in Pliny's publie life. In Ep. I. 7. 2, he speaks quite differently of 
a later time, when he had served T E more than once as its 
advocate. 

22. quaestor: a quaestor was attached to each proconsul (i.e., 
governor of a senatorial province).

25. quae res ferebat : «Aat the occasion demanded. 

26. subiungo: ellipse of ego, which balances Senecio. oet: has 
the sense of ehen as in Epp. V. 16. 2, and VI. 20. 14.

Page 10l. 1. implesse: zeugma ; fwl/illed (fidem), vented (ama- 
ritudinem). impietatis reum postulat: «ccuses of disloyalty ; 
charges with reflecting on the emperor by the request which he had 
made. Massa was a notorious favorite of Domitian. Note the new 
sense of impietas, disloyalty to the person of the emperor, acquired 
in the imperial age. Horror omnium: sc. fuit. ;

leneventum ; the country was made a Roman province after the second 

war, which began in 105 4.p. and ended in 106 or 107. See Merivale, 
ch. 63. Evidently Caninius was intending to write an epic poem 
on these wars. 

17. inmissa terris nova flumina: rivers made to flow in mew 
channels, referring, no doubt, especially to the burying of the treasure 
of Decebalus, the Dacian king, under the bed of a river, which was 
diverted a second time by Trajan, in order to find the treasure. 'Phis 
river is supposed to have been the Sargetia (Dio Cass. LXVIII. 14, 
in Xiphilinus). De la Berge suggests the identification of the Sargetia 
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with the modern Sehyul. "There is an enumeration of these treasures 
in Joannes Lydus, de Magistr. II. 28. They were appropriated for 
the erection and decoration of the Forum and Column of Trajan.

CORRESPONDENCE WITH TRAJAN. 


Page 121. Letter 101. 1. imperator: Trajan succeeded his 
adoptive father, Nerva, as emperor, Jan. 23, a.p. 98. This letter 
must have been written very soon after. Trajan was in Germany 
commanding the armies along the Rhine. It was at Cologne in the 
Lower Province that the news of his accession reached him. It was 
more than a year before he went to Rome — some time in a.p. 99. 
sanctissime : most sacred ; such words as this were fast becoming, 
or had already become, conventional, as applied to the emperors. 
Later the word sacer is used of the emperor'ss palace, functionaries, 
occupations, etc., quite as a matter of course. Sanctus was used in 
quite a different sense of private individuals, indicating purity of 
character. 

3. festinaverunt: Nerva's reign had been short, only from Sept. 
18, A.D. 96, to Jan. 23, A.p. 98. gubernacula: for plural, see note 
on page 84, line 10. 

4. susceperas: pluperfect, referring back to the time of his asso- 
ciation with Nerva as colleague and presumptive successor. His 
adoption had occurred on Oct. 27, a.p. 97, while he was absent in 
Upper Germany. 

6. Fortem et hilarem : well and happy. 


Letter 102. 8. domine: this word was used in polite address to 
allelasses of persons, sometimes even by superiors to inferiors. "The 
early tendency to make it an official title of the emperors was checked 
by Augustus and Tiberius, and it seems to have been a couple of cen- 
turies before it became a regular official title.  Hardy's note ( Pliny : 
Correspondence with Trajan) on this word is exhaustive and inter- 
esting. 

9. iure trium liberorum: (/e rights of a father of three children. 
From the time of Augustus the unmarried and the childless were 
placed by law under certain disabilities and disadvantages as compared 
with those who were married and had children (Lex Julia et Papia 
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Poppaea, ^.n. 9).  Hardy's note gives a convenient enumeration of 
the privileges attached to the-7ws trium liberorum : (1) inheritance of 
legacies left to caelibes, which the latter were forbidden to take (ca- 
duca); (2) preference in petendis honoribus ; (3) holding offices before 
the legal age or without the legal interval; (4) preference in the 
assignment of provinces ; (5) precedence before equals and colleagues ; 
(6) exemption from the duties of tutor and Zudez; (7) mitigation of 
punishment in certain cases. Wise emperors granted the ius trium 
liberorum sparingly, others more freely, to childless persons. "The 
grant was strictly personal, and did not benefit the heirs of the persons 
concerned, nor was it in any way assignable. 

10. Iuli Serviani: brother-in-law of Hadrian, born about A.D. 47. 
He held many important official positions, and was one of the persons 
mentioned in the will of Dasumius, already referred to; see intro- 
ductory note to Ep. II. 6. For details, see Mommsen in KeiPs Pliny. 
At the time of this letter he was legate of Upper Germany. Pliny 
addressed him in Epp. III. 17 and VI. 26. 

Page 122. 1. rescripto: a rescriptum, sometimes called epis- 
tula, was the technieal name for the emperor's official reply to a 
petition or to the inquiry of a magistrate asking for instructions or 
advice. 

2. summam voti : (e height of my desires. 

4. peculiarem: personal. 

5. illo tristissimo saeculo: Domitian's reign. 

6. duobus matrimoniis: this evidently means two marriages in 
Domitian's reign. On the other hand, the letters about Calpurnia 
seem to refer to a recent marriage, and are evidently to be dated well 
on in Trajan's reign. Hence we infer that Calpurnia was the third 
wife of Pliny ; see Introduction, page xviii. 

8. patrem fieri: i.e., obtain the privileges of a father, become a 
pater in the eye of the law. With the general sentiment of this sen- 
tence, cf. Paneg. 260, S'uper omnia est tamen quod talis es, ut sub te. 
liberos toilere libeat, expediat. 


Letter 103. 'This and the following letters were written from 
Pliny's province, Pontus and Bithynia ; see Introduction, page xviii. 

11. socrui meae: Pompeia Celerina, mother of Pliny's second 
wife, who had died in a.p. 97, as we may infer with strong probability 
from Ep. IX. 13. 4 and 13. Concerning Pompeia, see Epp. I. 4 ; III. 
19. 8; VI. 10. 1; and notes. 

12. in hanc provinciam: Bithynia. 
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16. ne audeo quidem: his gratitude is so great that he shrinks 
from the attempt to express it adequately in aet; besides, that might 
be treating the emperor too much as an equal. quamvis maxime 
possim: this seems to mean (and I should not dare) were I never 
so able. 'The sentence reminds one of mec... scio, nec, si sciam, 
dicere ausim, Livy, Praef. 1. 

17. ut... non indignus : non is, of course, to be connected with 
indignus, not with ut; see note on page 118, line 12. 


Letter 104. 20. de condicione: i.e, whether they were to be 
considered as free or as slaves. 

6pemroós: foundlings, deserted children brought up 
at the publie expense ; lit., *nourished." constitutionibus prin- 
cipum: Gaius I. 5, Constitutio principis est quod. imperator decreto 
vel edicto vel epistula constituit ; nec umquam dubitatum est quin id 
legis vicem obtineat, cwm ipse imperator per legem imperium accipiat. 

2. proprium aut universale: personal or general. General 
decisions were regarded as precedents, personal ones were not. Ulp.

5. exemplo: with a mere precedent. 

7. Anniam: see Crit. App. 

8. epistulae: specimens of epistulae of emperors may be seen in 
Bruns, Fontes Juris Romani Antiqui?, 292; 241-245 ; 2406.

Letter 105. 15. sublati: rescued. in servitute: i.e., in de 
facto slavery. "This did not affect their position de iwre, which might 
be asserted successfully at any time if it could be proved. 

16. commentariis: records. 

20. intra eas provincias, etc.: see Crit. App. 

22. adsertionem: claim of liberty by suit. Such a suit was 
called causa liberalis. 'The plaintiff who maintained the liberty of 
the alleged slave was called adsertor libertatis; he was said adserere 
or vindicare in libertatem, the object of the infinitive being, of course, 
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the individual whose liberty was to be established. denegandam: 
it was the magistrate's business to decide whether a claim was to be 
submitted to actual trial; in other words, he either granted an action 
(dedit actionem) or refused it (negavit, denegavit). 

23. neque...pretio alimentorum: they were not to be re- 
quired to pay for their previous support in order to gain the freedom 
to which they were entitled. 


Page 124. Letter 106. 1. in statione Nicomedensi: on duty 
at Nicomedia, the capital of Bithynia, afterwards the capital residence 
of Diocletian, when he divided the empire into four administrative 
parts. Pliny, as we learn from Ep. ad Trai 21, had several cohorts 
of soldiers under his command in Bithynia, no doubt *auxiliary ' 
troops, rather than detachments from some legions. 

3. pistoribus: millers, and probably also bakers, as it was usual 
to combine the two trades. 

4. operas. ..locaverat: had let his services for hire, had con- 
tracted to work.  'The contract of locatio-conductio might be for work 
(operarum) as well as for the use of property (rei); e.g., rent of a house. 
"The lessor was the locator, the lessee (hirer) was the conductor; 
see Sohm, Institutes, page 311; Hunter, Roman Law, pages 505-514. 
confugisse: a right of sanetuary attached to the statues of emperors. 

6. Laberio Maximo: consul for the second time in a.p. 103, 
general in the Dacian wars. Susago: probably a Dacian leader 
or an ally of Decebalus. Moesia: the country north of Macedonia 
and Thrace, and south of the Danube. 

7. Decebalo: king of the Dacians about twenty years, died in 
A.D. 105; the name was not personal, but official, like Pharaoh, 
Caesar, Arsaces, etc. Pacóro: otherwise called Arsaces XXIV ., 
succeeded his father Vologeses Il. (Arsaces XXIIL), was contem- 
porary with Domitian and Trajan, and an ally of their enemy 
Decebalus. 'The statement here made is interesting as evidence of 
the latter's attempt to seeure the alliance of the Parthians. pluri- 
busque annis: this throws some light on the date of Pliny's adminis- 
tration of. Bithynia. Hardy observes that Callidromus was probably 
taken prisoner in the first Dacian War and sent to Pacorus in the 
interval between it and the second war, i.e., ^.p. 102-104; then he 
was several years in Parthia. 

8. ministerio: service. 

10. mittendum ... putavi: because he might be able to give 
valuable information about Dacia and Parthia. 
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12. sibi: construe with subtracta. et quibus, etc.: the con- 
struetion is (habentem ea) quibus ( Pacorus) ornatus fuisset. 

14. glebulam: ingot, probably of gold. 

15. Signata: sealed, in a closed package. 

16. aposphragisma (àró, cópay((w): the impression of a seal, or 
of the figure engraved on a signet-cring; a very rare word. Pliny was 
rather fond, as we have already noticed, of Latinizing Greek words. 


Letter 107. 17. et hunc natalem: apparently Sept. 17, 4.». 112, 
exaetly a year after Pliny's arrival in Bithynia, which is stated in 
Ep. ad Trai.17 A.to have been XV. Kal. Oct., the emperor's birthday. 

19. aliis super alia operibus: cf. Ep. VII. 8. 1, aliis super alias 
epistulis; Paneg. 14, aliis super alias expeditionibus. 


Page 125. Letter 108. 1. mi Secunde carissime: if the 
emperor uses Pliny's name at all, it is always Secundus ; he says, mi 
Secunde, Secunde carissime, mi Secunde carissime. 


Letter 109. 4. Sollemne: customary. 

6. Cognitionibus: (rias, at Rome. It appears that there had 
been such trials, but they had not been important enough for Pliny to 
have become aequainted with the procedure followed in such cases. 
'The contrary of Orosius's statement that Trajan had issued a general 
ediet against Christians is implied in what Pliny says here. The 
Christians were much confounded with the Jews in the popular mind. 

7. quid, etc.: i.e., whether the mere name or profession of Chris- 
tian or some overt acts beside. 

10. tenéri: adjective, not the verb teneri. paenitentiae: this 
made no difference in regard to the prosecution of crimes in general. 

11. prosit: desíisse is the subject. 

12. nomen ipsum: /he mere profession. 'The emperor's answer, 
which follows, implies an affirmative reply to this point. It was the 
secession from the state religion which was punished ; the object of 
the government was not theological, but political. 

14. modum: method. 

17. duci: sc. ad supplicium ; to execution. dubitabam ... 
debere: the aecusative and infinitive with dubito is frequent only 
after the Augustan age, and generally it is negative. 

20. cives Romani: all will remember St. Paul's appeal from 
Felix to Caesar, which was allowed because of his citizenship. in 
urbem: sc. Romam. 
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Page 120. 1. ipso tractatu: by the very fact of judicial pro- 
cedure (Hardy); simply from.the matter being dealt with (Pr. & B.). 
He means that informers were encouraged to report further cases, 
when they found that cognizance was taken of them. 

2. plures species inciderunt: more cases have occurred. — Pro- 
positus est libellus: an information was lodged. 

3. sine auctore: anonymously. 

4. praeeunte me: repeating the words after me. 

5. imagini tuae: an act of adoration of the emperor's statue was 
regarded as tantamount to a declaration of allegiance to the empire. 
But to the Christians it was, of course, an act of idolatry, involving 
the most vital religious considerations, not merely an expression of 
politieal obedience. 

6. ture ac vino supplicarent: the test was to scatter a few 
grains of incense upon the altar fire and pour a few drops of wine as a 
libation. Christians who consented to do so were called in the church, 
as a reproach, turificati ;; Cyprian, Ep. 55. 

7. male dicerent: (0 curse or revile, as an act of renunciation of 
Christianity. 

ll. non nemo: aí least one. t 

15. stato die: presumably he means on Sunday, dies solis, dies 
dominica (French, dimanche). ante lucem: both because the 
Christians were for the most part poor folk, often slaves, who had to 
work for their living, and also because it was safer. 

16. carmen: form of prayer, liturgy. secum invicem: í£o 
each other, in turn; in the post-Augustan writers invicem is often 
used to reinforce the reciprocal pronoun. 

17. sacramento: by an oath; this was Pliny's understanding of 
the word; it is doubtful whether it had at this date acquired, even 
among Christians, the sense of *sacrament,' meaning the eucharist. 
aliquod: notice its occurrence in a negative sentence. 

19. appellati: wen called upon to restore it. Making a deposit 
with a man was an appeal to his good faith, a breach of which under 
Ahese cireumstances was regarded by the Romans with especial abhor- 
rence. 

20. rursus: later in the day, perhaps at evening, when their 
labors were over. 

21. ad capiendum cibum: this does not refer to the eucharist, 
but to the &yám7*, or love-feast, a meal which the early Christians 
used to eat in common. promiscuum : common, ordinary. 

22. desisse: sc. se. 
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23. hetaerias: associations. 

25. ministrae: deaconesses; the Latin word is evidently a trans- 
lation of àwikovos. t was not ordinary to examine slaves to elicit 
testimony against their masters. 

26. superstitionem pravam inmodicam: this seems a sudden 
burst of prejudice, like that of the ignorant publie, after a fair and 
temperate aecount of the situation.  Swperstitio was a religion not 
authorized by the Roman state. CEU 

31. civitates: in the sense of urbes ; a late use of the word. 

32. vicos: villages or smaller towns subordinated, attributi, to 
the government of the civitates. 

Page 127. 2. desolata templa: strong evidence of the extent 
to which Christianity had prevailed. 

4. venire: from veneo, to be sold. 

'T'his letter and the next are referred to by Orosius VII. 12, in con- 
neetion with a general mention of Trajan's persecution of Christians. 


Letter 110. In this reply Trajan seems to refuse to enact any 
general edict for the empire at large. 

8. Actum: course, procedure, method. — in excutiendis causis: 
in investigating the cases. 

11. Conquirendi non sunt: Pliny was not to seek out Christians 
in order to bring them to punishment; but if they were duly and 
formally accused. before him, he was not to be at liberty to overlook 
their violation of the law.

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APPENDIX 


THE CHRONOLOGY OF THE LETTERS 


Jon. Massow published at Amsterdam, in 1709, his Plinii Secundi 
Iunioris vita ordine chronologico sic digesta ut. varia dilucidentur 
historiae Romanae puncta quae. Flavianos Imperatores uti Nervam 
et. Traianum: spectant.  (Prefixed to Arntzen's edition of the Pane- 
cyric, Amst. 1738.) 


The most important contribution in recent times to this subject is 
Mommsen's artiele in Hermes, III. pp. 31-139, Zur Lebensgeschichte 
des jüngeren Plinius. 

Mommsen minimizes the significance of the phrase in Ep. I. 1, non 
servato temporis ordine, and concludes that upon the whole, though 
not in every partieular, the arrangement of the letters is chronological, 
and also that Pliny himself issued all nine books at successive dates. 
''he latter point may be inferred not merely from the well known 
practice of publishing literary works in instahments, but also from 
Ep. IX. 19, significas legisse te in quadam epistula mea, referring to 
Ep. VL 10, and from Ep. VII. 28, addressed to the same person 
as Ep. I. 1, justifying the author's praising of his friends. Mommsen 
argues that letters on the same subject, or otherwise evidently synchro- 
nous, are found in the same book or in consecutive books, and con- 
versely that two certainly synchronous letters are never far separated, 
and that of a pair of letters the later one never comes first in the col- 
lection. A similar chronological order is traced in the references to 
certain persons, e.z., M. Regulus and Calestrius Tiro, in the references 
to Pliny's marriages and to the relatives of his wives. A gradual 
change is observed in the list of Pliny's correspondents, older men 
appearing in the earlier books, younger in the later ones, while men 
of the author's own age appear all through the collection. 
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Mommsen then proceeds to assign a probable date for the publica- 
tion of each book : i 
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book IX., perhaps at. same time as Book VIII. 


The Bithynian correspondence with Trajan, from 111, September, 
to 113, after January. 


Boox I. 


Ep. 5 was written before the return of Junius Mauricus from exile, 
which occurred after Jan. 1, 97, but probably not long after Nerve's 
accession, and certainly in his reign. 

Ep. 12. 'The death of Corellius Rufus seems to have taken place 
not long after that of Domitian, but he was still alive when Pliny ap- 
peared in the Senate against the aecusers of Helvidius (Ep. IX. 13. 6). 

Ep.10. Atthe date of this letter Pliny was in an office which may 
have been the praefectura of the aerarium militare (94-06 or 95-07) 
or of the aerarium Saturni (98 on). 


Boox IL, Mommsen thinks, contains letters of the years 97-100. 


Ep. 1, about the death of Verginius, belongs to the end of 97 or 
the beginning of 98. 

Ep. 15 contains a reference to Nerva's death. "The Priscus there 
addressed was probably the legate of Pannonia, perhaps in 98 or 99. 

Epp. 11 and 12 are of certain date, for the decision about Marius 
Priseus was in January, 100. 

Ep. 7. The emperor who honored Spurinna was probably not 
Trajan, but Nerva. 


Boox III. 


Epp. 12 and 18, in which Pliny sends a copy of his oration of thanks 
(September, 100), are unquestionably of 101. 

Epp. 4 and 9, about the trial of Classicus, Mommsen thinks must 
have been written in the autumn of 101. "This is a mooted point. [It 
is diseussed by him at length, but his conclusions are combated by 
other writers. 

Ep. 8. He cites the military diploma (Henzen, 5442), in which 
L. Neratius Marcellus appears as legatus Britanniae on 19 Jan., 108, 
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and infers that the business referred to in this letter would naturally 
be dated baek in 101, confirming his inference by the age of Suetonius 
at that time, at the time.-of Ep. I. 18, and at other known dates. 

Ep. 21. Upon the basis of this letter and what has preceded, he 
fixes the death of Martial in 101. 

Ep. 7. Silius Italicus died in his 75th year in 101. 

Boox IV. 

Mommsen infers by a combination of Ep. 29. 2 with Epp. V. 4. 2; 
9; 19; VI. 5and a diploma (Henzen, 6857), concerning the date of the 
consulship of Licinius Nepos and Afranius Dexter, that this book was 
issued in the beginning of 105. He finds it consistent with this date 
that Pliny no longer appears as praefectus aerarii (Ep. 12), but as a 
consular (Epp. 8. 5; 17. 3), and receives the augurship (Ep. 8 ; ad 
Trai.19). Allthis suits 103 and 104. So does the fact that Trajan is 
at Rome, for he returned from the first Dacian war in 102 and went to 
the second in 105. 


Boox V. 


It is inferred from allusions to Afranius Dexter, to Licinius Nepos, 
that this book was issued the year after the 4th (106). "The last five 
books seem to have appeared in more rapid succession than the first 
four. 'This may be inferred from the references to the trials of Bassus 
and Varenus and to the proconsulate of Tiro. 'The rest of the con- 
tents of the book are consistent with its issue in 106. Pliny again 
appears as holding an office, and soon after this Cornutus becomes his 
colleague by receiving the cura of the Via Aemilia. "Trajan is never 
spoken of as at Rome; this is the time of the second Dacian war 
(105—106 or 107). 


Boox VI. 

The monument of Verginius Rufus (Ep. 10) is not finished ten 
years after his death. He died at the end of 97. 

Pliny seems still in office (Ep. 4. 1). "Trajan is at first absent in 
Dacia, then back in Rome after great deeds. 

Other allusions favor 106 or 107. 


Booxs VIL, VIII, IX., treat less of publie matters, and afford less 
basis for chronological inference. 
Boox VII. 


The date is inferred with some probability from the references to 
Cornutus, Varenus, Calestrius Tiro, and Pompeius Faleo. 
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Boox VIII. 


Ep. 23 cannot have been written before 108 or 109 if Avitus is the 
one mentioned in the testament of Dasumius. 


Book IX. 


"This is the poorest of all in dates. Possibly VIII. and IX. were 
issued together; all we can be sure of is that they were not issued 
before 108 or 109. 


THE CORRESPONDENCE wiTH 'TnaJAN is independent of the chief 
collection, whieh never had more than nine books. 

Epp. 1 and 2 come at the beginning of Trajan's reign. 

Epp. 3-14 fall in the period before Pliny's /egatio in Bithynia. 

Epp. 15-121 all econeern that legatio, so far as they adniit any in- 
ference as to date, place, and circumstance. Few of them can have 
been written anywhere else. 

Mommsen points out the important datum for this series. Pliny 
mentions several times a Calpurnius Macer, a contemporary governor, 
his nearest neighbor, a commander of legions. His province must 
have been Lower Moesia (C.I.L. III. 777). Consideration of this and 
other known facts leads Mommsen to date the legatio from 111, 
September, to 112, January. 

Mommsen's chronology of Pliny's lifeis followed in the biographical 
portion of the Introduction. 


H. F. Stobbe (Zur Chronologie der Briefe des Plinius, Philologus, 
XXX. 9341-395) embodies the results of his own investigation, which 
was independent of Mommsen's. 'The conclusions which he reaches 
are somewhat different. 

His diseussion involves many of the same points as that of Peter 
(see below), and his objections are mainly directed against Mommsen's 
dating of the proceedings against Classicus in 101. He thinks that 
Pliny undertook the case in the autumn of 99, while that of Priscus 
was still pending. If this was so, it would not be necessary to assume, 
as Mommsen does, that the 8th and 9th letters in the correspondence 
with Trajan are out of place in the group 3-11, where all the others 
are in strict order of time. 

The principal distinctive feature of Stobbe's dissertation is an 
elaborate consideration of the times and distances involved in the 
correspondence supposed to have been carried on, by means of the 
state couriers, between Pliny in Italy and Trajan in Pannonia, in 
the summer of 99. 
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Another important contribution to the subject is that oFiC s Peter 
(Zur Chronologie der Briefe des jüngeren Plinius, Philologus, XX XII. 
608 sqq. ). 

Peter criticises Mommsen's view that it is always true that letters 
whose dates can be fixed fit into the ehronological order and that the 
others are not inconsistent with it, and especially the opinion that no 
letters were written before the death of Domitian. He thinks but 
little weight is to be attached to the fact that wherever two letters 
have a connection the later one always stands later in the collection, 
that letters about the same subject or of the same period come in the 
same book or in two consecutive books. In the same light he regards 
the argument of Mommsen about the age of the correspondents, ob- 
serving that most correspondents get but a single letter. 

Then follow the positive inferences which Peter draws. In the letters 
of the 4th and 5th books Pliny appears as a poet, and a lyrie poet at 
that. Butin Ep. VII. 4 he says that he has nunc primum made an 
essay in hendecasyllabies, while in Ep. VIII. 21 he calls the collection 
of his poems musteus liber, and in Ep. IX. 54 himself a novus poeta. 
Hence these letters must have been written earlier than those in books 
4 and 5. 

He finds that Epp. fV. 3, IV. 18, and V. 15, to Arrius Antonius 
are not in the right order; also that the same is true of Epp. VIII. 1 
and IX. 34, and of Epp. II. 11, II. 12; compared with Epp. III. 4, 
TII59; 

With reference to Ep. II. 9, he argues that it disproves the idea 
that the letters of the 2d book go only to the beginning of 100, on 
account of chronologieal considerations, which, he states, render it 
impossible that Erucius should have been a candidate for the tribune- 
ship in 100. 

The most careful attention is devoted to the date of the trial of 
Classicus, which Mommsen places in 101, forgetting, as Peter claims, 
the fact that the case of Marius (Ep. II. 11) was twice under discus- 
sion, — once about May, 99, and again in January, 100. "The decision 
on the first occasion was that civil proceedings should go on first, and 
meantime co-defendants and witnesses for the criminal proceedings 
should be brought from the province. Peter's opinion is as follows : 

TThe trial of Classicus is to be dated in September, 99, for 

1. Both Marius Priscus and Classicus governed provinces in the 
same year. 

2. Mommsen is obliged to assume that Pliny was praefectus aerarii 

'aturni for four years, which is without example. 
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3. He is therefore obliged to eonsider-Epp. ad T'rai.8 and 9 as out of. 
the chronological order in whieh all the other letters of the group stand. 

4. In Ep. VI. 209, where Pliny names the five great cases in which 
he had been counsel, that of Classicus, with regard to its second main 
discussion, is named before that of Marius Priscus. 

'The expression aate memoriam meam, in Ep. Il. 14. 3, and the 
general tone of that letter mark Pliny as advanced in life. 

Thus Peter goes through the books in order, finding a number of 
letters which seem to him inconsistent with the chronological arrange- 
ment of Mommsen, his final conclusion being that we cannot accept 
Mommsen's scheme of arrangement — à purely negative conclusion. 

Summing up, our verdict would be as follows : 'The scheme arranged 
by Mommsen commends itself in its main features. Certain points 
may be considered as insuffieiently established, but they do not invali- 
date the conelusions as a whole. 'The argument is a constructive one, 
in which the different parts, leading to a common object, have cumu- 
lative force. Destructive argument is relatively easier. Conclusions 
may be attacked, or even refuted, and nothing put in their place. 
Some of the objections to Mommsen's positions are undoubtedly fanci- 
ful or unsound, some may be admitted to be convincing in detail. In 
one important particular the case against Momunsen's view is very 
strongly supported ; that is, in the matter of the date of the trial of 
Classieus and all that is involved therein. We may modify our 
acceptance of Mommsen's ehronology to the extent of adopting the 
conclusions of Stobbe and Peter in this respect, while believing it to 
be substantially correct as a whole.
